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Protein Within 
HIV May 
TVigger AIDS

WASHINGTON - The mysteri¬ 
ous trigger that turns an HIV infec¬ 
tion into a case of full-blown AIDS 
may be a protein produced by the 
virus, researchers said Tuesday, 
November 8. 

In a study published in the current issue of 
the Proceedings of the National Academy of 
Sciences , University of Pennsylvania 
researchers found that the Vpr protein that is

Mrs. King Blasts 
Homophobia, 
Intolerance, the 
Politics of AIDS

The persistence of bigotry and 
prejudice on the part of so-called 
Christian leaders toward gay peo¬ 
ple makes the struggle to eradicate 
AIDS far more difficult, Coretta 
Scott King told more than 2,000 
AIDS workers attending the 
National Skills Building Confer¬ 
ence in Atlanta last Tuesday, 
November 1. 

Mrs. King, widow of slain civil rights 
leader Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., spoke for 
the first time publicly on the topic of HIV and 
AIDS. 

“I am well aware that AIDS is not an illness 
which afflicts only gay people,” King said, 
speaking on behalf of the Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Center for Nonviolent Social Change. 

“The shame of AIDS,” she said, “falls not 
on its victims, but on those who are in a posi¬ 
tion to help, but won’t.” 

She emphasized that AIDS is a political 
problem. “This means that we will not see 
adequate funding for AIDS research, preven¬ 
tion, and treatment programs until we make 
the political leadership at every level of repre¬ 
sentative government understand that they will 
be held accountable for everything they do or 
don’t do with respect to AIDS.” 

She spoke strongly in opposition to ballot 
referenda legalizing job discrimination and 
other forms of bias toward gay and lesbian 
people in Oregon, Idaho, and Alachua County, 
Florida. 

“Some claim that protecting Americans 
from discrimination on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation would be extending ‘special rights’ to 
gay people. Ironically, this same language was 
used as far back as 1882 - to oppose civil 
rights for former slaves. Civil rights are not 
‘special rights’ but basic rights that belong to 
all people,” King said. 

“The civil rights movement thrives on unity 
and inclusion, not division and exclusion.... If 
the basic rights of one group can be taken 
away at the ballot box, all groups are vulner¬ 
able,” she added.

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Arlo Doubles Reward for Rohana Attackers

The search continues for the men who shot 
Victor Rohana at the comer of Market and Waller 
streets on October 28. Police investigators are pre¬ 
pared to comb the records of the state Department 
of Motor Vehicles for white Suzuki Samurai vehi¬ 
cles like the one driven by Rohana’s assailants, 
and law enforcement officials have doubled the 
reward leading to their arrest and conviction. 

District Attorney Arlo Smith announced on 
November 1 that his office was adding $10,000 to 
the reward already established by Mayor Frank 
Jordan, bringing the total reward to $20,000. That 
contribution to the reward was funded by money 
received from the Anti-Defamation League in an 
out-of-court legal settlement earlier this year. The 
city had sued the group over its alleged surveil¬ 
lance and intelligence gathering on local political 
activists, groups, and media. 

Police investigators have received some leads 
on the Rohana attack, according to police hate 
crimes investigator Sandy Bargioni. 

“We have gotten some leads that we could fol¬ 
low up on. We have shown five different photo 
spreads to both the victims. We’ve gotten some 
‘Well, maybe’s, but no positive identifications,” 
Bargioni told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The veteran investigator has been assigned to 
the case full time. 

Rohana, 24, remains hospitalized in serious 
condition from the injuries he received in the 
shooting. 

“It’s a heinous crime. We are very lucky that he 
has not died,” Smith said. 

The art student and part-time model was shot in 
the chest as he and his friend Stephen Damron 
were returning from dinner at the Heartland Cafe 
to Damron’s car on Waller Street. 

At the intersection where Octavia, Market, and 
Waller Streets meet, the couple encountered the 


men in the Subaru. According to Damron, one of 
the men in the car asked the couple why they were 
holding hands and began taunting them. 

After the men began walking up Waller Street, 
the driver of the car pulled 
into a driveway, turned the 
car around and began dri¬ 
ving down the sidewalk, 
pinning Rohana between 
the car and the side of 9 
Waller Street. 

Damron recalls the 
Suzuki passenger said to 
Rohana, “Do you want 
this?” and then pulled out 
the pistol and shot him. 

The bullet, recovered by 
the police, passed through 
Victor Rohana Rohana’s left lung, exited 
S pi een an( j lodged in 
the wall against which the vehicle had him pinned. 

Police say Rohana was shot with a .9 millime¬ 
ter handgun. Since the attempted murder he has 
had two major surgeries, to repair internal dam¬ 
ages and to remove his spleen. 

According to Bargioni, police initially got con¬ 
flicting reports about the DMV’s technical capac¬ 
ity to pull a list of all state-registered Suzuki 
Samurais, but the HCI unit expects to obtain a 
print-out of such cars in San Francisco, Alameda, 
and San Mateo counties within the week. 

Bargioni said that police would send bulletins 
about the crime to every police department in the 
state, including a composite sketch of the passen¬ 
ger who shot Rohana. 

According to Assistant District Attorney Chuck 
Haines, the incident is only the latest in an upsurge 
of anti-gay violence in the city. 

“That increase has been very recent, within the 
last few weeks. It’s too early to tell whether it’s a 
trend or a little anomaly,” Haines said. ▼

Would you like to be a city 
cop? 

At a time when crime is 
more of a concern to San 
Francisco citizens than ever 
before - particularly to the les¬ 
bian and gay community in the 
wake of the shooting of Victor 
Rohana - the San Francisco 
Police Department is once 
again recruiting from the les¬ 
bian and gay community. 

Qualified gays, as well as all 
women and minorities, are 
encouraged to apply to become 
San Francisco uniformed offi¬ 
cers, the B.A.R. learned from 
Rose Melendez, an openly les¬ 
bian officer with the police 
recruitment office. 

“The primary focus is on 
qualifications,” according to 
Mike McDonough, training 
officer for the Recruitment and 
Retention Unit of SFPD. “What 
you do on your own time is 
your own business.” 

“The exact number of gay 


and lesbian police officers on the 
force is not certain,” said Robert 
Oakes, gay liaison in the office 
of Mayor Frank Jordan. But, he 
added, some of the department’s 
highest ranking officers are gay. 
‘The department respects their 
right to privacy,” he said, and 
their names and numbers are not 
made public. 

Because of a consent decree 
stemming from a federal law¬ 
suit brought by minority offi¬ 
cers in years past, no quota or 
percentage of gay and lesbian 
officers is - or can be - spelled 
out by the department. Gay and 
lesbian officers were not part of 
the lawsuit, McDonough said. 

“Recruitment of gay and les¬ 
bian officers has come a long 
way,” Oakes said. “And the San 
Francisco Police Department 
has done a lot to improve the 
visibility of gays and lesbians 
on the force.” He said the 
department has “actively and 
unashamedly” gay and lesbian 
officers. 

Gay and lesbian officers are 


frequently assigned to investi¬ 
gate crimes involving gay or 
lesbian victims, Oakes said, in 
an effort to make the victims 
feel more comfortable. 

The recruitment process for 
entry level police officers began 
November 1, a press release 
from Chief Anthony Ribera 
said. 

Applicants must be at least 
20, have a high school diploma 
or GED equivalent, be a U. S. 
citizen (or a resident alien who 
has applied for citizenship), 
have a valid California driver’s 
license, and have no felony con¬ 
victions. 

Benefits include a starting 
annual salary of $43,952, with a 
6.25 percent night differential 
pay, generous medical and den¬ 
tal benefits, bilingual pay, and a 
fitness incentive program, 
Melendez said. T

Sebring Left Defenseless 

Jailhouse Informant: Stalking Suspect Still Making Mischief

The San Francisco Public 
Defender’s office has been 
forced to withdraw its defense 
of stalking suspect Sean 
Sebring after another county 
jail inmate claimed that Sebring 
asked him to make anonymous 
threatening calls to media 
mogul Jim Gabbert, the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. 

Julianna Drous, a well- 
known San Francisco private 
criminal defense attorney, has 
been appointed to represent 
Sebring because the public 
defender’s officer also repre¬ 
sents the inmate making the 


allegations. 

That inmate’s identity has 
been withheld pending his testi¬ 
mony in the case. 

“Sean has admitted to me 
that this whole thing was ‘a 
deal’ to get money out of 
Gabbert,” the inmate claimed in 
a statement to the Bay Area 
Reporter. “The rape was a lie.” 

Sebring remains in police 
custody at the Hall of Justice on 
$1 million bail, on charges that 
he made terrorist death threats 
and tried to extort millions of 
dollars from Gabbert after an 
August 15 incident in which 
Sebring claimed he was surrep¬ 
titiously drugged with the psy¬ 


chedelic drug Ecstasy. After 
that, he later claimed, Gabbert 
sexually assaulted him by 
attempting to orally copulate 
him while Sebring was in a 
euphoric and unresisting state. 

Sebring was later hospital¬ 
ized twice by Sonoma County 
mental health authorities after 
the alleged incident, once at his 
own request and once when 
authorities determined that he 
was “ a danger to himself or 
others” as required by state 
Health Department involuntary 
mental commitment regula¬ 
tions. 

According to the inmate’s

Tim Curbo, Ammiano’s Lover, Dies at 50 

Didn’t Live To See the Election He Fought to Help Tom Win

Gay leader Tom Ammiano suf¬ 
fered a devastating personal 
tragedy just days before the end 
of his hard-fought and high stakes 
campaign for election to the San 
Francisco board of supervisors. 

Ammiano’s lover of 16 years, 
beloved San Francisco public 
school teacher Tim Curbo, died 
after a long battle with AIDS on 
Thursday, November 3 at Davies 
Medical Center. 

Curbo, 50, succumbed from 
complications related to lym¬ 
phoma and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

“He was a teacher above all,” 
Ammiano told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “He taught in the San 
Francisco school system since 
1982; he was held in very high 
esteem; parents adored him and 
students kept coming back to visit 
him after they were in his class.” 


Curbo taught a combination 
first and second grade class at 
Cesar Chavez School in the 
Mission District. 

Curbo said good-bye to 
Chavez students at a moving 
assembly held at the beginning of 
this school year, which directly 
addressed the issue of AIDS. 

“Someone asked, ‘Oh how do 
you get AIDS?”’ Ammiano 
recalled. 

Curbo responded in a way that 
addressed the student’s fear, and 
at the same time recognized they 
were first and second graders. 

“Tim said, ‘Well, you’ll learn 
about that later. The most impor¬ 
tant thing is how you don’t get 
AIDS and you can’t get it from a 
hug.’ 

“It was a great service for the 
students and their parents,” 
Ammiano said. 

In addition to his life as a 


teacher, Curbo was “a very seri¬ 
ous” gardener, according to his 
longtime friend Louise Minnick. 

Minnick and her partner, Kate 
Monaco-Klein, had been friends 
with Curbo and Ammiano for the 
entire length of their relationship. 

“We all met as newlyweds,” 
Minnick told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Tim had a great bull¬ 
shit detector. He had a good sense 
of people. He was social, but he 
also liked his time alone. We were 
like a family.” 

The race for supervisor at the 
same time as his lover’s health 
was on the decline was excruciat¬ 
ing for Ammiano. 

“It tore me apart some times,” 
he acknowledged. “I could usual¬ 
ly make an appearance or cam¬ 
paign as long as I could see him a 
couple of times a day. When I was 
with him nothing else mattered, 
but he would keep saying, ‘Do it. 


do it, do it.’” 

“I was there when he took his 
last breath. I’m very happy about 
that. Everything else pales.” 

And, in the face of enormous 
loss and grief, Ammiano has a 
loud and clear message for right 
wing religious leaders and politi¬ 
cians who are out to destroy the 
lesbian and gay community’s 
efforts for civil rights and justice. 

“Jesse Helms comes from 
another planet. He’s not dancing 
on Tim’s grave or anybody 
else’s.” 

A memorial service for Curbo 
is set for today, Thursday, 
November 10 at 6 p.m. at Chavez 
Elementary School, located at 
825 Shotwell Street in San 
Francisco. Contributions in 
Curbo’s memory collected at the 
service will be sent to Casa De 
Las Madres, a refuge for battered 
women. ▼ 


I. Magnin Sued by Lesbian Ex-Employees 

Desert Storm Veteran and Lover Say Bosses Searched Their Home

An Oakland lesbian couple 
has filed a multi-million dollar 
lawsuit against I. Magnin, a 
chain of retail clothing specialty 
shops, charging the store where 
they worked with trespass, inva¬ 
sion of privacy, and wrongful 
termination. 

The lawsuit was filed last 
week in Alameda County 
Superior Court, almost exactly 
one year after a November 1993 
incident in which two security 
officers obtained the keys to the 
home of Sharris Davis and Myra 
Williams, both of whom worked 
for the store’s downtown 
Oakland branch. 

At the time the incident hap¬ 
pened, Williams was a Magnin’s 
security officer and Davis was a 
popular sales associate at the 
store’s Estee Lauder counter. 

According to the lawsuit, 
filed by attorney Paul Wotman 
of the Law Offices of Arnold 
Laub, the corporation’s regional 
director of security obtained the 
keys to the women’s residence 
by threatening Williams with 
termination if she did not ask 
Davis for the keys. 

Once Nancy Julian, the secu¬ 
rity chief, had the keys, accord¬ 
ing to the lawsuit, she ordered 
Williams to accompany her and 
another security officer to the 
couple’s apartment - and then 
Julian searched the apartment, 
displacing personal items and 
looking through closets. 

“These are among some of 
the most serious allegations of 
employer misconduct and 
wrongful termination that I’ve 
ever seen. This case just 
shocks the conscience,” 
Wotman said. 

The lawsuit has drawn the 
attention of lesbian leaders, 
including San Francisco 
Supervisor Carole Migden, who 
expressed concern about anti¬ 
gay job bias. 

“If there are charges of dis- 
‘crimination against lesbians, we 
would hope those charges 
would be settled through 
review. This seems like a gross 
intrusion and invasion,” Migden 
said. 

According to the lawsuit, the 


store’s regional director initially 
wanted to look through the cou¬ 
ple’s car, but later demanded to 
search their apartment. 

Wotman told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Julian had forced 
Williams to ask Davis for the 
keys under threat of termination. 

Wotman said that Davis 
believed her partner needed 
something from their car and 
did not realize that security offi¬ 
cials wanted the keys to conduct 
a warrantless search of their 
premises. 

“Can you believe that? It’s 
just ridiculous,” Davis said. “I 
feel like a rape victim in a way. 
That they were walking around 
my home, touching our things, 
looking into my home. I just felt 
violated. It’s such a gross, 
absolute abuse of power.” 

When Williams asked why 
her home was being searched, 
Julian and another officer 
declined to discuss the matter, 
according to the lawsuit. 

“They were looking for dis¬ 
play items,” Davis told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “They had got 
an anonymous tip that there 
were display items in our home. 
Which was bullshit.” 

Williams, a 34-year-old 
Desert Storm veteran, later 
resigned from the retail chain. 
Davis was fired on a pretext 
last June, Wotman alleges, 
after I. Magnin officials 
charged her with stealing free 
samples of perfume that are 
given away with customer pur¬ 
chases. 

The lawsuit also claims that 
the store launched a secret 
investigation against the lesbian 
couple to attempt to uncover 
alleged misconduct at the stores, 
that the company secretly 
installed a video camera in one 
of the women’s offices, and that 
the couple suffered anti-gay 
harassment and mistreatment in 
the workplace when other 
employees learned they were a 
lesbian couple. 

According to Davis, she and 
Williams were also told that 
because they had become a cou¬ 
ple, one of them would have to 
leave the store’s employ. 

Davis said there were other 
loss prevention specialists who 


had partners or paramours 
working at I. Magnin’s - and 
they were not given the same 
ultimatum. 

A company spokeswoman 
for I. Magnin denied charges 
that it discriminated on the basis 


of sexual orientation, and said 
that they hadn’t yet been served 
with the lawsuit. 

The store also said that the 
women’s claims are unfounded 
and an inaccurate rendition of 
the facts of the case. ▼

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GLHS Presents a Jewelle in an Historical Setting 

Historical Society Presents 
Awards, Keeps History Alive

Acclaimed poet and writer Jewelle Gomez will 
be the keynote speaker when the Gay and Lesbian 
Historical Society of Northern California holds its 
fifth annual awards dinner on Thursday, 
November 17 at the Miyako Hotel. 

Gomez is the former director of the New York 
State Council on the Arts literature program and a 
founding board member of Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation. 

Gomez told the Bay Area Reporter that it’s 
important to the future of the lesbian and gay 
movement that groups such as GLHS keep our 
history alive - and accessible. 

“It’s the first time in the history of the lesbian 
and gay movement where so many generations are 
out,” she said. 

Recipients of this year’s awards are Dr. Steve 
Morin, legislative aide to Nancy Pelosi; educator 
Merle Woo; The San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus; and GLHS pro bono attorney Patrick 
Patterson. 

Morin has made significant contributions to the 
lesbian and gay community in the fight against 
AIDS and through his work with the American 
Psychological Association. 

Woo, an openly radical socialist educator cur¬ 
rently on the faculty of San Francisco State, pre¬ 
vailed against UC Berkeley after nearly a decade 
of litigation when she was fired over her political 
and sexual orientation. 

GLHS is an independent, tax-exempt non-prof¬ 
it membership organization dedicated to the col¬ 
lection and preservation of historically significant

The archive’s collection 
includes the papers of 
Leonard Matlovich; the 
extensive collection of 
Daughters of Bilitis 
founders Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon; the collected 
papers of Randy Shilts; 
the papers of poet Elsa 
Gidlow; the collected 
works of the late photog¬ 
rapher Crawford Barton, 
who documented the 
growth of the Castro 
District in the 70s; the col- 
- lected works of photogra¬ 
pher Gene Weber; and 
more than 2,000 lesbian and gay periodicals and 
titles, including a complete collection of the Bay 
Area Reporter.

Dying Chowchilla Prisoner 
Gets No Compassionate Release

Compassionate release for 
Cynthia Ann Greene, a 40-year-old 
prisoner dying of AIDS at California 
Women’s Facility in Chowchilla, has 
been denied by James Gomez, direc¬ 
tor of the California Department of 
Corrections. 

That was the word Tuesday morn¬ 
ing from Miriam Berman, spokes¬ 
woman for ACT UP San Francisco 
and the Coalition to Support the 
Women Prisoners of Chowchilla. 

Greene’s family says she is “fading 
fast” and is far too ill to pose any kind 
of a threat to anyone. They want her at 
home, where she can receive love and 
compassionate care in her last days. 


Although the prison doctor 
okayed her release, her family plead¬ 
ed for it, and the warden agreed to it, 
Gomez refused compassionate 
release, Berman said. The corrections 
director can change his mind and he 
has done so in the past, Berman said. 

Gomez would not return calls 
from the B.A.R. 

Berman urges B.A.R. readers to 
phone or fax Gomez with requests to 
release the dying woman, who shrank 
from 140 pounds to 100 pounds in 
the past month. ▼

Innovative Housing 
Sinks into Scandal

The Mayor’s Office of 
Housing announced last week 
that it is investigating com¬ 
plaints by a former employee 
against a local non-profit hous¬ 
ing program that serves low 
income San Francisco resi¬ 
dents. 

The complaints have been 
lodged against Innovative 
Housing, a Marin-based agency 
that has a San Francisco region¬ 
al office. 

The former employee, 
Eladio Ballestas, has also con¬ 
tacted the federal Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development and the city’s 
Human Rights Commission 
about his concerns. 

Ballestas says that the 
agency, which manages 17 San 
Francisco properties, illegally 
charges tenants vacancy 
charges for unrented rooms in 
houses managed by the group; 
raises funds from charitable 
groups for services which it 
then does not provide; has dis¬ 
criminatory rental practices; 
and once housed tenants in 
premises that were unsafe 
because of possible asbestos 
exposure. 

Ballestas also charged that 
the agency received tens of 
thousands of dollars in city 
funds to provide various social 
services to tenants but never 
provided the services. 

The 11-year-old agency has 
an annual estimated budget of 
$1.5-2 million, according to 
Cynthia Burnette, its executive 
director. According to Burnette, 
Ballestas is a “disgruntled 
employee” in league with a 
“few ex-tenants,” and the alle¬ 
gations are “outlandish and 
untrue.” 

“The majority of these issues 
have been dismissed as erro¬ 
neous and false. He is dealing 
with personal issues that I am 
not at liberty to deal with,” 
Burnette told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We welcome the 
investigation by the Mayor’s 


Office.” 

Ballestas, the husband of the 
agency’s current regional direc¬ 
tor, was fired for alleged mis¬ 
conduct in September. 

Ballestas said he was fired 
by the agency after he made it 
known he intended to publicize 
his concerns. 

“We’ve received the com¬ 
plaint and are investigating it 
now. We take complaints very 
seriously,” said Lynn Beeson of 
the Mayor’s Office of 
Community Development. 

Beeson told the Bay Area 
Reporter that it would take at 
least two working weeks before 
the office would be in a position 
to respond to Ballestas’ charges. 

“I’m doing this out of con¬ 
cern that the agency is collect¬ 
ing a lot of money and the ser¬ 
vices they say they are provid¬ 
ing they are not providing. 
People already at risk of being 


homeless should not be put in 
further endangerment by an 
agency collecting funds to pro¬ 
vide safe affordable housing. 
I’ve never been interested in 
putting the agency out of busi¬ 
ness,” Ballestas told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Ballestas said that he went 
public with his complaints 
because the agency lacked a 
way to bring the issues to deci¬ 
sion makers, and after he met 
with members of the agency’s 
advisory board to no avail. 

Innovative Housing received 
a $5,000 seed grant from 
Horizons Foundation to work to 
develop an intergenerational 
housing outreach program with 
Gay and Lesbian Outreach to 
Elders (GLOE). 

According to GLOE staffer 
George Roosen, despite initial 
enthusiasm, the project proved 
unfeasible. ▼

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EDITORIAL 


The Beginning of the End 
—Or Just A Beginning 


ere on this cloudy post-election day - cloudier, in fact, than any 
we can recall - we’ve been looking for a few silver linings. 
We’ve found some, but not without difficulty. 

Most encouraging of all the election news, of course, was the 
lavender sweep of sorts we got here and there - mostly here in 
San Francisco - and the defeat of ballot measures that would 
have codified anti-gay discrimination in Idaho and Oregon. 
Considering how the rest of the votes were cast in this country, 
those victories came as welcome surprises. 

Second, there was an enormous turnout of voters for an off- 
year election, which was heartening. No matter how awful those 
voters’ decisions were, it’s a positive thing for America to reverse 
the trend toward an ever-dwindling electorate. 

Third, there is the system of checks and balances built into 
our system of government. We are always thankful for them, 
but never more so than today. Despite the disturbingly large 
number of raving lunatics who have gone to Washington - even 
before the Tuesday Bloody Tuesday of 1994 - none of them 
have yet been able to permanently disable our democracy. We 
like to think it will also be impossible for the new 
Congressional tag-team of Dole and Gingrich, no matter how 
hard they may try. 

And... 

We seem to have run out of silver linings. 

It’s hard to tell which is more unsettling, the intolerance dis¬ 
played by American voters - whether displayed as anti-immi¬ 
grant or anti-gay sentiment - or the pig-headed stupidity of those 
who, simply to make an anti-Democrat statement, supported 
ineffectual candidates like Huffmgton over competent lawmak¬ 
ers like Feinstein. 

It is also inconceivable to us that a generation that stopped the 
Vietnam war two decades ago just voted to install Jesse Helms 
as the Senate Foreign Relations committee chair. That makes 
him the man who will authorize negotiations with, among others. 
North Korea’s Kim Jung II as that nation seeks to come in from 
the cold. It’s hard to imagine Helms putting out much of a wel¬ 
come mat, no matter what that means for world peace. 

Finally, we are frankly amazed at the amazement we see on 
so many progressives’ faces today. We don’t know why they’re 
so shocked to see their mostly lackluster campaigns didn’t cap¬ 
ture the voters’ attention this year. (Has anyone taken Kathleen 
Brown’s pulse lately?) It was obvious to us that the far right had 
the advantage in determination - which it earned through hard 
work - and if it didn’t get its way in ’94 it would be back in ’96 
with even more of the same. Democrats displayed almost none 
of that drive, and the gay community seemed less involved than 
at any time since the modem movement took root a quarter of a 
century ago. 


Apparently the community has gotten used to social progress 
since those heady Stonewall days, and complacent in the belief 
that our civil rights are somehow assured (whether by ACT UP 
activists or insurance-salesman-to-the-A-gays David Mixner). 
That is merely a convenient illusion, and a deadly one. Too few 
have shouldered the responsibility for too many for too long. 
That must stop. 

It’s too bad that the hundreds of thousands of people who 
wasted a ton of money on the Stonewall commemoration earlier 
this year didn’t spend those bucks on political contributions and 
political action. It would have been a better value and it would 
have been a much better commemoration. As it was, the com¬ 
munity just threw itself a party while our enemies were meeting, 
printing voters’ guides, and organizing themselves into a potent 
force. 

The price of freedom, they say, is eternal vigilance. We have 
been sleeping on the job for too long. 

Now the hard part. Starting here and now we have to wake up, 
grow up, and recognize that our enemies may not be admirable 
for their beliefs, but their perseverance and drive are enviable. 
Fortunately, they don’t have a lock or patent on those character¬ 
istics. We can learn from them, as they once learned from us, 
how to develop and flex political muscle. 

With all due respect to Ann Richards, who lost her re-election 
bid to George W. Bush, she was wrong when she told her disap¬ 
pointed followers that “This isn’t the end of the world; it’s the 
end of a campaign.” The fact is, it’s already the beginning again. 

For the GOP, at least, the ’96 race is underway. As it should 
be for us. Oliver North is not gone; like some hideous spectre 
from our childhood, he lurks outside our view but close enough 
for us to feel queasy. Ditto with Jeb Bush, another George-and- 
Bar kid who makes Dan Quayle look like Albert Sweitzer. He 
lost his first race but has already announced his intent to try 
again. 

The next step for the Republicans, of course, is the White 
House. If they reclaim it in two years, that would make it possi¬ 
ble for Ollie North to move directly into a cabinet position. How 
about secretary of defense? What about AIDS czar? 

The Republican Sunami that swept across the country this 
year will be only the first of many disasters for progressives 
unless we are willing to stop that trend. To do that will require 
both money and commitment in greater numbers that have been 
forthcoming until now. (Just to put the numbers in perspective, 
the total budgets for the four largest gay rights groups in the 
country is less than that taken in by one fundy church in 
Sacramento.) It may seem hopeless right now, but now is the 
only time we have and we have to move on from here. 

Let’s go. Y 
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Termination Point 


he city took notice Friday, October 28, 
when San Franciscan Victor Rohana 
was shot and critically wounded by an 
assailant who apparently objected to the 
way Rohana was holding hands with 
another man. The pundits in City Hall 
and the news stations agreed it is just 
too damned easy for a bigoted fool to 
get a gun and try to kill someone. A 
reward was offered. The reward was 
upped. And now ... the politicians, 
media, and public turn their attention 
elsewhere. 

Long after the victim’s name has left 
the headlines, when the shooting is con¬ 
sidered “old news,” the nightmare for 
Rohana will still be current. The reality 
of recuperation is that it is often worse 
than the injury. The hospitalization and 
the surgeries are just beginning; they 
may literally last a lifetime. So, per¬ 
haps, will the expense and the legal has¬ 
sle. Certainly his life will be forever 
changed by this incident. 

I can speak with some experience 
because I was shot in an armed robbery 
on Valentine’s Day, 1980, near the iron¬ 
ically-named Termination Point on 
Kodiak Island, Alaska. I was shot by a 
lone gunman wearing a ski mask as I 
was en route to a tranquil and remote 
cabin with my life’s savings, to write 
the great American novel. The bullet 
entered at the breastbone and traveled 
down my intestines, tearing them up. 
Alaska State Troopers determined later 
that I had been shot with a .32 caliber 
pistol. If it had been a larger caliber 
gun, or if it had been one inch to the 
left, it would have struck my heart and I 
would not be here today to write this. 


The same has been said of Rohana. 

As I lay there in shock, with my 
lungs filling up slowly - drowning in 
my own blood - I thought, “This is it.” 
But the hour of death was delayed, 
thanks to a minor miracle. An unlikely 
passerby found me, and modem medi¬ 
cine spared me. 

In my case, and probably with 
Rohana, a certain amount of the 
anguish and expense will linger. 

From now on a loud pop will make 
him jump, even if he tries not to. His 
youthful trust is forever damaged. His 
opinion of humanity will be dimin¬ 
ished. 

In my case, all thoughts of sexual 
function were abandoned for at least a 
year. Survival became the main thing 
and life itself became the most cher¬ 
ished goal. I had a colostomy, in which 
the waste from the intestines is diverted 
out a patient’s side into a bag so the 
intestines may rest enough to heal. 
Fortunately my colostomy was only 
temporary. After a period of several 
months, the surgeon said he was going 
to “hook my plumbing back up.” A sec¬ 
ond major surgery. 

Even now, more than a decade later, 
I have three major hernias and weak¬ 
ened stomach muscles as a result of that 
gunshot. The bullet is still lodged in my 
left leg near the hip. When the weather 
is cold I can feel it there as a reminder. 
The operations left an ugly scar stretch¬ 
ing from my chest to my scrotum. My 
medical expenses came to more than 
$25,000. Unemployment followed. And 
now, after all that time, more medical 
expenses loom. 


Rohana has already had two major 
surgeries since the shooting, one of 
which was to remove his spleen. At the 
age of 24, his health and his life have 
been damaged, and the pain and the 
expense will go on. And on. 

Both Victor Rohana and I are lucky 
to be alive. Our assailants would have 
had it otherwise. The man who shot me 
was never caught. One can only hope 
circumstances will be different for the 
man who shot Rohana, and he will be 
put behind bars where he belongs. 

We cannot escape the violence of 
our times, not even in the woods. So the 
fact that it happened here on Waller 
Street does not make it a bad neighbor¬ 
hood, or a bad city. We could discuss 
the ramifications of gun control, but 
that is not my point here. 

Could either incident have otherwise 
been prevented? Probably not. It is 
called fate, or bad luck. It is the 
acknowledgment that bad things hap¬ 
pen to good people. 

The point is, the victim pays. 

Let’s not let the community’s out¬ 
rage and anger for this horrible act 
against Rohana fade. Let’s make sure 
that Victor Rohana is not left holding 
the financial bag here. Let’s show him 
in every way how much this communi¬ 
ty cares about him, as a brother and a 
friend. 

How great a price should a young 
man pay for holding the hand of his 
boyfriend in public? He has already 
paid far too much. 

Whatever the cost, he should not 
bear it alone. Unfortunately, it might 
well have been any of us. ▼

Yes, you can make yourself sick on these things if con¬ 
sumed in too great a quantity, but does Dennis McKown 
think that just because ice cream shops or coffee houses 
or donut shops do good business, that all these people go 
there everyday or consume heavy quantities of the prod¬ 
ucts sold there? Wouldn’t more people have AIDS if the 
aforementioned substances were the cause of this dis¬ 
ease? 

Recreational drugs can certainly play havoc with the 
body, but is he saying that everyone who so indulges will 
get AIDS? 

Then, too, we must remember the origin of the HIV 
virus. According to some, it originated in poor areas of 
Africa. Doubt there was much coffee, tea, donut, ice 
cream, or even recreational drugs in use there. That in 
itself should shoot down Duesberg’s theory. 

The drugs invented so far to slow HIV are problem¬ 
atical at best, so I have no problem with criticism of 
them, but let’s not reject traditional medicine’s approach 
simply because of the medical world’s inability to find a 
cure so far. I would hope that there would be some com¬ 
mon ground in the middle where both camps could agree 
on the essentials and then work from there. 

And by the way, Dennis, those drugs are ddl and 
ddC, not DDT - unless, of course, your plants now have 
AIDS.

Friendly Microbes 

The “Crypto” situation works like this: 

If the individual has sufficient “friendly” bacteria in 
their digestive tract (colon), protection exists. The entire 
AIDS condition can be explained in much the same way. 
HIV or no HIV. 

When “friendly” flora is wiped out by overuse of 
antibiotics (without acidophilus replenishment), drug & 
alcohol abuse, or an overload of stress, etc., yeasts (Can¬ 
dida) aggressively take over, causing increased vulnera¬ 
bility to microbes. 

Appropriate treatment for AIDS involves systemic 
antifungal medication (100 mg of sporanox; itracona¬ 
zole every other day) regardless of whether oral thrush is 
present; supplementation of “friendly microbes” (daily 
“re-seeding” of acidophilus); correct diet to inhibit yeast 
growth; and cessation of ongoing vices - gradually but 
permanently and totally. 

You want a cure for AIDS? Try it!

Demanding Justice 

At a time when “religious” fundamentalists are bray¬ 
ing their shrill invective and bigotry, it’s good to know 
other religious leaders speak in the words of the Hebrew 
prophets, demanding justice for gay, lesbian, and bisex¬ 
ual people. 

Case in point: this letter from Rabbi David Saperstein 
to President Clinton regarding PO Keith Meinhold: 

Dear Mr. President, 

As a religious organization that represents 1.5 mil¬ 
lion Reform Jews, the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations has consistently supported civil rights 
and civil liberties for gay men, lesbians and bisexuals. 
It is for this very reason that I feel compelled to write 
to you today. 

First, 1 would like to applaud the administration’s 
decision not to pursue another appeal in the case of 
Navy Petty Officer Keith Meinhold. On August 31, 
1994, the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit 
in San Francisco affirmed a lower court’s ruling 
rescinding the discharge of Petty Officer Meinhold, 
who acknowledged that he was gay during a broad¬ 
cast of ABC’s World News Tonight on May 19, 1992. 
This decision affirms the notion that servicemembers 
can not legally be discharged solely based upon a 
statement of one’s sexual orientation. 

Secondly, l would like to voice my opposition to 
any additional actions to remove Petty Officer 
Meinhold under the new policy. Meinhold has been on 
active duty since his reinstatement on November 12, 
1992. He and his crew recently received the honor of 
being named the best Submarine Hunting Crew in the 
Pacific Fleet. Clearly Petty Officer Meinhold’s open¬ 
ness has not hindered the readiness or the effective¬ 
ness of his crew. I am indeed grateful that Meinhold, 
along with his fellow servicemembers, has so nobly 
served our country and would be greatly distressed if 
he was in any way prohibited from continuing such 
service. 

Finally, the Union of American Hebrew Congre¬ 
gations would like to reaffirm its opposition to any 
policy that would exclude gay men and lesbians from 
serving in the military. Thank you for your careful 
consideration of this matter.

I agree that 
San Francisco has far too many titles. Do you suppose 
this could have evolved out of having too many title 
holders who do nothing? Maybe if some of the people 
who have run for and won titles fulfilled their moral and 
ethical obligations, this town wouldn’t have to produce 
so many title holders. Perhaps a signed “Statement of 
Commitment” should be created, so as to avoid electing 
people who seek only to bask in the short-lived glory of 
winning (that only lasts one night, folks!). 

Those of you who have such problems with having a 
panel of judges elect our title holders....did you complain 
about this process the nights you won your titles? C’mon 
guys, do we really have to call Congress into session to 
elect a representative of our Community? Most contests 
have four or five judges, plus a talleyperson, voting and 
scoring. Are the results sometimes surprising? Yes! 
Human nature is such that people are often surprised 
when others see things differently than they do. I’ve 
judged many contests where the points I gave or didn’t 
give a contestant, didn’t appear to mean much in the 
results. That, my friends, is precisely why we use numer¬ 
ous judges, so one person’s vote won’t create the result.

Again, should any of you ever choose to do something 
with your titles, you may get to find out that when a fund 
raising event is over, representatives of the sponsored char¬ 
ity take the proceeds, count it out and give the host a fig¬ 
ure, so it can be announced to the crowd or published on 
occasion. At best, it costs most of us thousands of dollars 
of our own money to produce benefits. Am I asking for a 
pat on the back? No! I am, however, asking that those of 
you who are self-appointed critics, give some fundraising 
a try, then tell how rich you’ve gotten from this. 

One last thing, guys: enough of this ageist, elitist, and 
at best, overdone and tired “old guard/new guard” crap! 
Those people you set out to defame are our history, 
remember that. Having lost so many members of our 
Community, it is vital that we have a past to hold on to. 
That’s the reason for creating the Leather Archive, so we 
have a past to reflect on. Don’t kill off our past with your 
silly little agendas.

How about a little 
gratitude for the Alan Selbys, the Lenny Brobergs, the 
Queen Cougars, the Blairs, the Phillip Turners, and 
countless others I apologize to for not being able to men¬ 
tion, in this town who have physically and emotionally 
damn near killed themselves to raise money for those of 
us in need? 

C’mon, guys, get a life, contribute to your family, don’t 
suck all of the energy out of the people who are working 
so hard. Join in, you’ll be amazed at the sense of satisfac¬ 
tion it can bring. Try contributing, rather than destroying, 
it not only feels much better, it serves a purpose.

It is true, two of you were seen at almost everything 
between winning your respective bar titles and the Mr.

Enjoying the niceties of your Ivory Tower, I suppose. It 
is also true, that when asked to help out at fund raisers 
you have mostly agreed. 

However, the titles you now hold imply a much 
more leading capacity than any of you have exhibited. 

Did it occur to 
you that the people you are knocking down are leaders 
because they give hours and hours of their time to 
come up with innovative ideas for fund raisers? Did it 
occur to you that those people spend thousands of their 
own money buying raffle tickets, auction items, etc?

As far as contests being fixed, there is a panel of 
judges. One should also have an independent Tally 
Master. As producer, I am never in the room when the 
scoring is totalled, the results are handed to me only 
moments prior to the announcement on stage. This is 
fairly standard procedure. 

I could ramble on and on. I have two suggestions for 
you. One is for each of you to produce some MAJOR 
fund raisers independently of each other. That way you 
can each see the amount of personal time required, the 
amount of personal money required, the amount of per¬ 
sonal frustration involved, the amount of personal 
humiliation one feels when everyone tells you what 
you did wrong, the amount of personal stress you 
endure, the amount of personal begging involved, etc. 
when you put on one of these events. Then maybe you 
will have a better understanding of what is going on. 
Then maybe your letters will be taken with some cred¬ 
ibility. 

The second thing I have to suggest to you is that you 
consider the divisive qualities of the conflagration you 
have set off. It saddens me deeply that we tear our own 
selves down. Of course, it is easier to sit back, write 
demeaning letters and do nothing else. You have proved 
once again, homophobes need do nothing, we can 
destroy ourselves. 

In the spirit of unity, I do not turn my back on you. I 
ask that you consider the above comments and 
thoughts.

Whither the GOP? 


hile many Repub¬ 
licans were busy 
slapping each 
other on the back 
and celebrating their big gains 
in Tuesday’s contest, their party 
leaders in Washington were 
looking to the 1996 presidential 
election and quietly preparing 
to handle the ideological split 
that developed within their 
ranks this year. In instance after 
instance, important Repub¬ 
licans defected from their party

California to support opposing 
candidates, mostly Democrats. 

Republican higher-ups, 
despite the good news 
November 8, are privately 
bemoaning how difficult it is 
for them to enforce discipline, 
to make their fellow GOPers 
toe the party line. The 
Republican mayors of Los 
Angeles and New York City, 
the country’s two largest cities, 
both deserted their own party 
candidates this year to endorse 
prominent Democrats: Richard 
Riordan coming out for 
Dianne Feinstein and Rudy 
Giuliani supporting Mario 
Cuomo. Other top-name 
Republicans broke the GOP’s 
famous “11th commandment” 
of not speaking ill of fellow 
party members to support 
opposition candidates in states 
like Virginia, Michigan, and 
Pennsylvania. 

Not only have moderate 
Republicans publicly served 
notice that they believe some of 
their party’s nominees “don’t 
deserve to serve,” respected 
Republicans like Giuliani, 
Riordan, Iowa Representative 
Fred Grandy, Virginia Senator 
John Warner, and even Ronald 
and Nancy Reagan are also 
clearly worried that the GOP is 
embracing a more right-wing, 
conservative agenda. And if 
1996 sees the Republicans 
nominate a far-right, ultracon¬ 
servative like former Vice 
President Dan Quayle, Texas 
Senator Phil Gramm, or Senate 
leader Bob Dole, look for even 
more defections. 

In addition, there’s now the 
fear among GOPers that blood¬ 
letting within the party will 
accelerate as moderates - such 
as Senator Warner, 
Massachusetts Governor 
William Weld, N.J. Governor 
Christine Whitman, numerous 
GOP House members, and even 
Barry Goldwater - unite to save 
the party from the Quayles, 


Doles, Helmses, Buchanans, 
etc. Party moderates are report¬ 
edly determined that the 1996 
GOP Convention not be con¬ 
trolled by those Republicans 
tied to the powerful Christian 
right, so that their next presi¬ 
dential hopeful avoids the fate 
suffered by George Bush 
thanks to Pat Robertson and 
others of his ilk. 

Election notes 

Any of the “Lavender 
Sweep” candidates who won 
Tuesday can take office know¬ 
ing they owe nothing to state 
Senator Quentin Kopp. In his 
Kopp’s Voter Guide, the 
Independent senator couldn’t 
find a single gay or lesbian can-

didate good enough to endorse. 

Not a lot of tears being shed 
over at City Hall over Chief 
Administrative Officer Rudy 
Nothenburg’s recent announce¬ 
ment that he will be resigning 
his post sometime after the first 
of the year. One City Hall long- 
timer quipped that “this place 
hasn’t had a person with such 
arrogance since George 
Christopher left office.” 

N.Y. Governor Mario 
Cuomo, fighting hard for re- 
election, told a conservative 
group in very Republican 
Queens County last week that 
he “envisions a place where any 
kid can feel safe to go to 
school, whether he’s black or 
white, Latin or gay, or lesbian 
or Polish, whatever the heck 
he/she is.” They don’t like that 
kind of talk in Queens, Guv.

kin Deep: Women 
Writing on Color, 
Culture and Identity is 
a new anthology of 
essays, poetry, interviews and 
other writings by women of 
color (Crossing Press, $14.95). 
It boasts work by 53 contribu¬ 
tors, some of whom are well- 
known published writers and 
activists, and some of whom 
have never before written for 
publication but because of their 
experiences are necessarily a 
part of the dialogue on race and 
color in this country. 

Accounts from women of 
various backgrounds - African, 
Asian, Latina, Sephardic Jew, 
Middle Eastern, Native 
Hawaiian, First Nation, and 
combinations thereof - fill this 
book. Each of their writings is 
powerful and honest in a man¬ 
ner that challenges every read¬ 
er’s own prejudices, fears and 
stereotypical cultural notions; 
their work calls the status quo 
into question in a way that has 
not been done enough, if ever, 
in the public sphere. 

The anthology was edited by 
Elena Featherston, a local 
writer, lecturer, producer/direc¬ 
tor and self-defined cultural 
worker. She has gathered 
between the covers of this very 
needed anthology tales of 
racism, colorism and cross- 
racial hostility, which she 
explains in her preface, 
“Musing on Race and Color in 
America.” 

Featherston has taken her 
meanings for the words 
“racism,” “colorism,” and 
“cross-racial hostility” from 
writings by other women of 
color. Her definition of col¬ 
orism is taken from Alice 
Walker’s essay, “If the Present 
Looks Like the Past, What 
Does the Future Look Like?” 
from In Search of Our Mother’s 
Gardens. 

Walker says in this essay 
that “ ... Colorism [is] - in my 
definition, prejudicial or prefer¬ 
ential treatment of same-race 
people based solely on their 
color ... This is where the 
detrimental shade distinctions 
within ethnicities/races, such as 
high-yellow and blackberry, 
come into play. The phenome¬ 
non is often discussed as inter¬ 
nalized racism or internalized 
white supremacy. (This is not to 
say that these concepts are dis¬ 
cussed nearly as often as they 
need to be, but that when these 
reinforcers of racism within 
communities of color are dis¬ 


cussed, these are the most com¬ 
mon names given to the experi¬ 
ence or state of being.) 

With the words of V.R. 
Harris and T. Ordona in 
“Developing Unity Among 


Commentary 


Women of Color” from 
Haciendo Caras: Making 
Faces, Making Soul, 
Featherston goes on to explain 
racism as “prejudice plus 
power” and cross-racial hostili¬ 
ty as “prejudice trying to feel 
powerful.” 

These distinctions having 
been made among prejudices 
and experiences of them. Skin 
Deep is an anthology that can 
help us understand and disman¬ 
tle our prejudices, and begin to 
build alliances cross-culturally 
without losing our specific cul¬ 
tural distinctions and becoming 
the mass of “other” to which 
people of color are often rele¬ 
gated in this society. 


On another note ... 

Besides being interested by 
the possibilities that this book 
represents, I am also interested 
in a problem it brings up for 
me. Where are the men? Not in 
Skin Deep obviously, but in the 
effort to dismantle racism, col¬ 
orism, and cross-cultural hostil¬ 
ity by forming alliances among 
communities of color? Why is 
this work being done by 
women? 

In this anthology, of course, 
the experience of beauty and 
self-worth as they relate to race 
and color is specific to 


women’s lives, but in society at 
large, women seem to be the 
predominant force in building 
working relationships between 
and among communities of 
color. 

Oppressions by race and sex 
are inextricably connected, but 
this does not explain why, for 
example, the public conversa¬ 
tion between Anna Deveare 
Smith and Patricia Williams on 
these issues this past Sunday 
was attended by mostly all 
women (most of whom were 
lesbians). Are no men (or at 
least more than the few at the 
conversation) a part of the 
group of “anyone who wishes 
to alter the oppressive, ethno¬ 
centric, and patriarchal behav¬ 
iors so deeply woven into the 
fabric of America?” 

Of course, men may fear los¬ 
ing something, namely power, 
from altering patriarchal behav¬ 
iors, but they have something to 
gain as well, especially gay 
men whose oppression is tight¬ 
ly bound to sexism and more 
loosely to racism in this coun¬ 
try. If any gay men have made it 
to the end of this column, I 
hope to see you at a reading, 
lecture, protest, workshop - 
something, anything - address¬ 
ing these issues soon. Your 
future may depend on it. ▼

Lesbian Den Mothers Go 
Camping With the Cub Scouts

When parents saw Cub 
Scout leader Linda M. wearing 
her “Girl Scout Gone Bad” tee- 
shirt, they knew something was 
different about this den mother. 

“I used to wear it to all the 
outings. It had all the other par¬ 
ents...” 

She paused, whereupon part¬ 
ner Edie M. finished Linda’s 
sentence. “Worried,” said Edie, 
who is also involved with the 
Cub Scouts. 

These two Oakland residents 
are like most married couples try¬ 
ing to raise four kids, earn a liv¬ 
ing, and get along with each 
other. Their union was formal¬ 
ized at St. Paul’s Church in 
Oakland. The one exception is 
that they’re lesbian and face the 
added dimension of homophobia. 

And yet, despite an official 
Boy Scout of America policy 
against homosexual group lead¬ 
ers, their involvement with an 
East Bay Cub Scout den has 
afforded them and their four 
kids a shelter from the storm. 

All four kids - a 12-year-old 
boy, two 8-year-old boys, and a 
7-year-old girl - have been 
taunted at school for having gay 
parents. “They’re getting more 
flak from the kids that are not in 
the Cub Scouts program,” said 
Edie, 33. 

“There won’t be a week that 
goes by that something doesn’t 
happen,” said Linda, 30. “A lot 
of the students causing prob¬ 
lems are coming from East 
Oakland or from up in the Hills, 
and the parents don’t care - 
they condone this kind of 
behavior.” Apparently so does 
the school district, which 
denied a transfer request for the 
safety of the children. 

At the other end of the spec¬ 
trum, both said, are lesbian sep¬ 
aratists who believe their male 
kids should have been given up 
for adoption. What they’re giv¬ 
ing up are women’s retreats and 
festivals that refuse admission 
to male children over the age of 
12 . 

In their Cub Scout pack, 
only one parent “went ballistic” 
and pulled his son out after 
meeting Linda, who “looks like 
a lesbian.” A few others asked 
Edie what they should call her 
and Linda, who told one 
woman, “Well, I don’t know - 
she’s my husband, and I’m her 
wife.” And if someone still 
can’t tell from Linda’s hand¬ 
some good looks, there’s a dog 
tag hung around her neck that 
reads DYKE. 

“We have kids from trying 
the straight, married scene. 
Both of us tried it. Didn’t 
work,” said Linda. 

One remnant of mainstream 
society neither woman wanted 
to leave behind was scouting. 
Explained Linda, “When I was 
a kid I just always wanted to be 
a Boy Scout. Girl scouting was¬ 
n’t good enough. [Cub Scouts 
and Boy Scouts] was an experi¬ 
ence that I did not want to keep 
away from my boys. ... I was 
not thrilled with the homopho¬ 
bia that goes along with it. But 
my feeling was that the good 
he’d get out of it far outweighed 
the bad.” 

Their 7-year-old daughter 
has become somewhat of an 
honorary Cub Scout, they said, 


adding that they would never 
get involved in the Girl Scouts 
since most of the activities are 
geared towards traditional 
women’s things like sewing and 
cooking. 

An organization like the Cub 
Scouts is important for parents 
today, said Edie. ‘There’s not a 
lot of things you can do with 
your children in the inner city,” 
she said. “Boy Scouts offers 
programs where you can get 
children out of the city and 
teach them things that will get 
them ready to go and deal with 
the cruel, hard world. And make 
them nicer about it.” 

Added Linda, “In this partic¬ 
ular pack that we’re involved in, 
I think everyone is involved in it 
to give their boys a good, 
healthy experience.” The poli¬ 
tics of the BSA are less impor¬ 
tant to them, she believes. 

If push ever came to shove, 
and official Boy Scout of 
America policy were enforced, 
what would happen? The pair 
said they are unsure. After the 
one parent switched dens 
because of Linda and Edie, 
Linda said she posed this same 
question to the pack leadership, 
which assured her, “Don’t 
worry about it. The pack is 
going to cover for you.” 

On a day-to-day basis, it’s a 
non-issue, said Linda. “Nobody 
is saying anything in the pack. 
Everybody seems to be excited 
about all the different things 
we’re doing and the ideas we 
have. I think that’s where the 
focus is - what we’re doing 
with the boys and not so much 
who’s sleeping with whom, 
because that doesn’t really mat¬ 
ter.” 

If difficulties do exist, an ice 
breaker is the first campout for 
new scouting parents. “All the 
brand new Cub families come 
for the first camp out. It’s 
always a riot. I think it’s the 
funniest thing I’ve ever seen in 
my life, because they don’t 
know how to camp, and they 
don’t know how to set up their 
tents. And they look to those 
people who’ve been around a 
while to give them a hand. 

“And when that person 
who’s going to make that 
lantern light for you, or make 
sure you get fed, happens to be 
gay, you don’t care anymore 
because you need them. And 
then there’s a different level of 
respect that’s developed 
between the people. It’s like, 
‘Gee you really are a real 


human being. You didn’t make 
me gay because you helped me, 
and you touched me and I didn’t 
become instantaneously a 
homosexual, so maybe you’re 
okay.’ ” 

Neither think a separatist 
movement is the solution. 
“Integration is the key,” said 
Linda. “I could see with the 
Boy Scouts, having a pack that 
was comprised of boys that 
were gay or bisexual might be 
in order, to let those youngsters 
grow and feel okay about who 
they are. And that might be a 
really positive thing.” 

Edie stressed that with her 
own children she steers them 
away from stereotyping. “I 
always viewed the terms gay 
and straight as stupid. It’s called 
separatism.... All we’re doing is 
putting labels on each other, 
and if you erase the labels, 
there’s no difference. We’ve 
been teaching the kids that - not 
that there’s no real difference - 
but you’ve got to look at the 
person and deal with the per¬ 
son’s personality and their feel¬ 
ings. Not with what they are. 
Unfortunately, Scouting hasn’t 
gotten that yet.” 

For both she and Linda, tak¬ 
ing their own advice and rising 
above petty politics has grown 
fruit. Said Linda: “It’s a reward¬ 
ing experience to see the boys 
grow. It’s almost a tearjerker 
because they come in as little 
second graders that have no 
idea what they’re doing with 
themselves and they leave at the 
end of fifth grade able to pack 
up a backpack, set up their own 
tents, and cook their own meals. 
They’re now ready to handle an 
emergency situation.” 

And ultimately, both are 
seen as a winning pair through¬ 
out the scouts. 

While there may be whispers 
of comments made out of 
earshot, officially they have 
been encouraged. Linda’s vol¬ 
unteer job as assistant Cub 
Scout leader is one notch above 
the entry-level den mothering, 
Edie is always in demand for 
archery instruction, and both 
are taking training for Boy 
Scout troop leadership. 

Neither is sure of what the 
future will hold with the Boy 
Scouts. Linda said that she just 
hopes the exclusionary policies 
change. “I’m sorry the Boy 
Scouts has the policies it does, 
because what they’re doing is 
condemning families,” she 
said. T

Gay Smoke Out Catches Fire

An easy way to become 
politically involved is to throw 
out those nasty cigarettes. If the 
absence of ash in your lungs 
doesn’t make you feel better, the 
politics should: boycotting 
tobacco for even a day will hit 
Republican U. S. Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina - the 
largest tobacco-producing state 
in the country - where it hurts. 

And the money saved can go 
to organizations supporting 
breast cancer or AIDS research. 


That’s the rationale behind 
this year’s “Gay America 
Smoke Out” on November 17, 
modeled after the Great 
American Smoke Out for more 
mainstream smokers. Smoking 
cessation classes geared towards 
a gay and lesbian audience will 
be offered, beginning this month 
and continuing through early 
next year, according to 
Gabrielle Antolovich, a part 
time outreach worker with the 
Billy DeFrank Lesbian and Gay 
Community Center in San Jose, 
and Gay Smoke Out organizer. 
She explained that the Gay 


Smoke Out is part of public edu¬ 
cation efforts that were mandat¬ 
ed by the tobacco tax passed in 
1988. 

Cigarette tax money collect¬ 
ed through Proposition 99 has 
already sliced cigarette sales in 
California by 1.1 billion packs 
since the legislation was passed 
in 1988, she said. That hasn’t 
stopped the industry from step¬ 
ping up their marketing to the 
gay and lesbian community, 
however. Philip Morris came 
out with their Special Kings in 
1992 - introduced in 

Washington to correspond to the 


National March on Washington 
that year - and Marlboro 
“Castroized” its traditional 
Cowboy billboards, according 
to Antolovich, by featuring a 
pair of “very friendly” 
Cowboys. 

Antolovich said these classes 
are important. “Instead of berat¬ 
ing smokers, we’re supporting 
smokers,” she said. 

“The Last Drag” smoking 
cessation classes will also be 
offered at two sites in the Bay 
Area. In San Francisco, classes 
will be held at 7 p.m. at the Lyon 
Martin Women’s Health 


Services, 1748 Market Street, 
Suite 201, on November 9, 16, 
23, 25, and 30, and December 7 
and 14. Call (415) 565-7676 for 
more information. 

The Women’s Cancer 
Resource Center, located at 
3023 Shattuck Avenue in 
Berkeley, will hold classes for 
lesbians and bisexual women 
wanting to stop smoking on 
January 23 and 30 and February 
6, 8, 13, 20, and 27. All classes 
start at 7 p.m. Call (415) 565- 
7676 for details. ▼

California’s incumbent 
Governor Pete Wilson will be 
back for a second term in the 
statehouse. He was largely 
written off a year ago, when he 
was trailing Democrat 
Kathleen Brown in the polls by 
23 points, but he came back 
with a vengeance, mostly on 
the back of Prop. 187. 

In other statewide races, the 
GOP sweep carried Matt Fong 
into the state treasurer’s office, 
easily re-elected Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, elevated 
right-wing Assemblymember 
Chuck Quackenbush to the post 
of insurance commissioner, and 
threatened the Democrats’ con¬ 
trol of the Assembly for the 
first time in nearly two 
decades. 

Democrat Gray Davis was 
elected lieutenant governor, 
businesswoman Kathleen 
Connell (D) appeared to be the 
next controller, and pro-gay 
Democrat Delaine Eastin of the 
East Bay won the superinten¬ 
dent of public instruction posi¬ 
tion. 

The hotly contested secre¬ 
tary of state race was almost a 
dead heat, with about 45 per¬ 


cent each for Democrat Tony 
Miller and his conservative 
GOP opponent. Bill Jones. 
Miller, who would have been 
the first openly gay person to 
win statewide office, was trail¬ 
ing his GOP challenger by 
about 50,000 votes at press 
time; most analysts think that 
the yet-to-be-counted absentee 
ballots will eventually make 
Jones the victor. 

Among the statewide propo¬ 
sitions, Prop. 187 (illegal 
immigration) won by a huge 
margin, and Prop. 184 (three 
strikes) also came out on top. 
Prop. 188, the pro-tobacco leg¬ 
islation, was a loser, as was 
Prop. 186, the single-payer 
health initiative. 

According to the most 
recent tallies at press time, San 
Francisco County propositions 
that won included H (domestic 
partners) and J (newspaper 
legal ads), plus L, N (Mayor 
Jordan’s GA/“rent assistance” 
proposal), P, Q and R. Measure 
M, which would have forbade 
sitting or lying on public side¬ 
walks, was defeated. 

The Board of Supervisors 
will again boast three gays; 
incumbents Carole Migden and 
Susan Leal will be joined by 
longtime activist Tom 
Ammiano. Kevin Shelley, the 


top vote-getter, will apparently 
be the new board president 
(Migden came in second), and 
Mabel Teng, who beat out 
incumbent Annemarie Conroy, 
takes the fifth supervisorial 
spot. 

Lawrence Wong, a gay man, 
and lesbian Leslie Katz, an 
attorney, won seats on the 
Community College Board, 
completing the Lavender 
Sweep. And in Southern 
California, lesbian Sheila 
James Kuehl won an Assembly 
seat. 

In other contests of interest 
to the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, voters in Idaho and 
Oregon turned back anti-gay 
measures, but a county-wide 
one passed in Florida. 

Still unknown at press time 
was whether Karen Burstein 
won her race for NY state attor¬ 
ney general. 

One bright spot for 
Democrats was Senator Dianne 
Feinstein’s apparent cliffhanger 
victory over Michael 
Huffington by approximately 
two percentage points, 47-45. 
Absentee ballots remain to be 
counted, but the networks were 
proclaiming victory for 
Feinstein, despite Huffington’s 
refusal to concede as late as 
Wednesday night. Y

New Charity To Grant PWAs Wishes

A Milpitas man with AIDS 
who says he is now living “on 
borrowed time” has organized a 
non-profit association to grant - 
when possible - the dying wish¬ 
es of people with AIDS. 

“I’m trying to get this all 
done before I die,” Mark Dalton 
told the B.A.R. in an interview 
Tuesday. He is board president 
of “Corky and Mark’s AIDS 
Wish Association” which has 
recently filed as a non-profit 
association with the state of 
California. Internal Revenue 
non-profit status is pending, 
Dalton said. 

The fledgling organization 
has no paid staff at this point, 
Dalton indicated. Ultimately, he 
said, 90 percent of any funds 
raised will go to grants for trav¬ 
el, amusement, and entertain¬ 
ment for PWAs, and ten percent 
will be reserved for operational 
expenses. Bylaws of the associ¬ 
ation say operating expenses 
may never exceed 20 percent of 
funds raised. 

The association needs a vol¬ 
unteer grant writer and “direc¬ 
tion on how to get corporate 
sponsors,” Dalton said. Upon 


his death, a five-member board 
of directors, mainly from the 
San Jose area, will appoint a 
director to replace Dalton. 

Before Dalton’s dear friend 
Dennis Dozer died of AIDS- 
related causes last September, 
Dozer 



and would cover expenses for 
him. But Dozer then entered the 
hospital and never made it. 

Later, while attending what 
he calls “A Celebration of 
Dennis’s Life” in Columbus, 
Ohio in October, it occurred to 
Dalton there were other people 
with AIDS in the same predica¬ 
ment. He conceived the idea of a 
non-profit association to pro¬ 


vide resources that would make 
it possible for PWAs to realize 
their last wishes. 

Dalton says he founded the 
association also as a memorial 
to Clyde Alden “Corky” Weeks, 
his life partner who died in July, 
1993, and “to feel that from my 
life I have left some type of 
ongoing legacy.” 

Only persons will full-blown 
AIDS will be eligible for funds 
for travel, amusement park 
admissions, theater tickets, or 
other types of entertainment, 
Dalton said. 

The association’s goal is to 
raise $50,000 to $75,000 by 
January 1, Dalton said. “We will 
then be able to begin accepting 
and processing requests.” 

“As a person with AIDS, I 
know first-hand what a devastat¬ 
ing and lonely disease this can 
be,” Dalton said. “Hopefully 
with this association we will be 
able to make it a little less dev¬ 
astating and lonely for other 
individuals with AIDS.” 

Individuals making a dona¬ 
tion will be placed on the asso¬ 
ciation’s permanent mailing list 
and will be kept up to date on 
requests received and grant 
amounts, without the name of 


the recipient, Dalton said. “A 
quarterly financial report will 
also be provided so donors can 
monitor income and expenses of 
the association,” he added.

Another openly gay man has 
been appointed as executive 
director of the San Francisco 
Planning and Urban Research 

Association (SPUR), SPUR 
president Anne Halsted 
announced Friday, November 4. 

Jim Chappell, a 50-year-old 
professional land use planner 
who came to San Francisco 
from Denver 17 years ago and 
who has been active in lesbian 
and gay affairs, replaces Tom 
Nolan, former San Mateo 
County Commissioner who left 
SPUR to direct Project Open 
Hand. 

Chappell, a founding mem¬ 
ber of Gays and Lesbians in 
Planning (GALIP), will start to 
work in his new post on 
November 28. 

SPUR, a coalition of individ¬ 
uals and businesses whose mis¬ 
sion is to promote the common 
interest and which focuses on 
San Francisco planning, eco¬ 
nomic and city government 
issues, is a non-profit public 
policy think tank also noted for 
its thorough analysis of city 
propositions at election time. 

“This really should say 
something to the gay/lesbian 
community and to the straight 
community as well,” Chappell 
told the B.A.R. in a brief inter¬ 
view Tuesday, November 8. 
“We have arrived. Our unique 
outlook is recognized and val¬ 
ued in the halls of influence,” 
Chappell said. He said SPUR 
offers the gay/lesbian communi¬ 
ty a real chance to get involved 
and to help SPUR promote the 
public interest and not just spe¬ 
cial interests. 

“I’m thrilled with Jim 
Chappell’s appointment,” said 
Nolan. “It’s wonderful to have 
an openly gay professional in 
this major position in the civic 
life of San Francisco. Knowing 
his work at GALIP, he brings 
professional as well as personal 
qualities to the office which will 
be a major benefit to San 
Francisco. The city and SPUR

should both be pleased with this 
appointment.” 

Chappell was previously 
with the international planning 
firm of ED AW, Inc., the largest 
landscape architectural firm in 
the world, serving as the firm’s 
senior environmental planner. 
He was executive director of the 
Architectural Foundation of 
Northern California from 1985 
through 1987 and later directed 
the Environmental Design 
Foundation of Northern 
California. Chappell is currently 
on the faculty of the University 
of California at Berkeley 
Extension, where he teaches 
landscape architecture and 
urban design. 

SPUR is supported by a com¬ 
bination of over 1,300 individ¬ 
ual members and 200 business 
that pool their resources to pur¬ 
sue common objectives, Halsted 
said. 

SPUR has a total of three 
employees, including the direc¬ 
tor. 

Chappell will continue the 
policies of Nolan in building 
gay and lesbian membership 
and adding gays, lesbians, and 
people of color to the board of 
directors, Halsted said in a state¬ 
ment announcing the appoint¬ 
ment. 


Chappell will be introduced 
to the community in his new 
role as executive director at the 
Silver Spur awards luncheon 
next Wednesday, November 16 
at the Sheraton Palace Hotel, 
Halsted announced. ▼

Up-to-date AIDS 
Info Goes Online 


Task Force Moves Slowly 
—No, the Other Task Force

The battle against AIDS was given its own exit on the information 
superhighway October 31, with the unveiling of a computer online ser¬ 
vice that will link activists, researchers, and caregivers across the nation. 

The service, dubbed the AIDS/HIV Forum, will eventually link 
thousands of AIDS organizations, enabling them to share new devel¬ 
opments in public policy, prevention, treatment resources, and funding 
opportunities. The network will allow access to crucial information 
that can make a difference in the day-to-day work of those in the field, 
organizers said. 

The Kaiser Family Foundation, along with Apple Computer, pro¬ 
vided $350,000 in cash and equipment to create the forum, which is 
available on the nonprofit network called HandsNet of Cupertino, 
California. 

“We identified a gap in AIDS service organizations’ access to the 
latest AIDS/HIV information,” said Dr. Mark Smith, executive vice 
president of the foundation. “The online service ... is valuable 
because it allows for an almost immediate exchange of critical infor¬ 
mation by those on the front lines of the AIDS epidemic.” 

Pam Miracle of Apple told the Bay Area Reporter , “This is a great 
use of a grant. We’re happy to be supporting this one.” 

Organizations that already provide information about the disease 
- including the Centers for Disease Control, National AIDS 
Clearinghouse, and the Center for AIDS Prevention Studies at the 
University of California, San Francisco - will use the network to 
electronically “publish” and manage information available online. 

“We’ve spent the past eight months working with national AIDS 
organizations, training them to be electronic publishers and managers 
of their on-line information,” said Sam Karp, a HandsNet officer. 

Issues on the forum will cover a wide spectrum including sum¬ 
maries of successful prevention programs, databases on open clinical 
drug trials, and a “how-to” on fundraising for community AIDS orga¬ 
nizations. 

The forum “will greatly enhance information sharing, collaboration, 
and cross-sector learning,” commented Paul Kawata of the National 
Minority AIDS Council, which helped to organize the network. ▼

Cautious optimism is per¬ 
haps the best way to describe 
the aura surrounding the 
National Task Force on AIDS 
Drug Development meeting 
that took place last weekend, 
October 27-28 near 
Washington, D.C. The group is 
a major initiative by the Clinton 
administration, through Health 
and Human Services Secretary 
Donna Shalala, to facilitate 
development and approval of 
AIDS-related therapies. 

“I think the last two days 
were definitely better than our 
July meeting,” said Peter 
Staley, a member of the task 
force and of the Treatment 
Action Group (TAG) in New 
York City. 

“Up until now I have been 
very frustrated with the task 
force’s work because we have 
kind of been all over the map 
and not come up with any hard 
recommendation on specific 
issues, with the exception of 
gene therapy and the regulatory 
process,” Staley said. 

Discussion of protease 
inhibitors, the most promising 
family of next generation anti¬ 
viral medications, highlighted 
the first day’s activities. Staley 
is encouraged that the next full 
meeting of the task force, in 
February, will be dedicated to 



“looking comprehensively at 
development of protease 
inhibitors.” 

“We are going to haul in all 
of the top executives of all of 
the companies who are devel¬ 
oping protease and try to knock 
some heads together and get 
everybody working together. 
We don’t want to repeat the 
mistakes that we made with the 
nukes [nucleoside analogs such 
as AZT].” 

Women and 
clinical trials 

Women and clinical trials 
opened the second day and 
extended into twice its allotted 
time. A 1977 Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) regula¬ 
tion had barred women of child 
bearing potential from early 
Phase I and II clinical trials of 
experimental drugs. 

That was challenged in 
December 1992 by the HIV 
Law Project. Both the FDA and 
National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) subsequently lifted their 
gender-biased restrictions on 
enrollment for clinical trials of 
drugs for life threatening ill¬ 
nesses, except where there is 
“medical justification.” They 
have also issued guidelines 
calling for gender inclusiveness 
and analysis in order to gain 
approval of new drugs. 

AIDS and women’s advo¬ 
cates want more. ACT UP 
demonstrated outside the FDA 
in September and several dozen 
members from around the 
country were back for this hear¬ 
ing. They held up posters read¬ 
ing “Guidelines are not enough. 
Access Now,” and “Killing 
Time is Killing Women.” 

Dr. Maxine Wolfe, a 
researcher and member of ACT 
UP, was invited to speak from 
the audience. She called the 
current policy “totally unwar¬ 
ranted paternalism.” 


She pushed the government 
to move beyond simply drop¬ 
ping restrictions, to formulate 
an affirmative mandate to 
include women in all phases of 
clinical trials, and to put 
resources into enforcement of 
those guidelines. 

Theresa McGovern, attor¬ 
ney with the HIV Law Project 
and a member of the task force, 
was encouraged by the direc¬ 
tion the panel was moving. 
However, she noted there were 
“no teeth” in monitoring and 
enforcement provisions, those 
need to be built into the sys¬ 
tem. She called upon the FDA 
to “use its regulatory power.” 
Both women pushed for “by 
gender analysis” of drug 
effects in trials, something 
which is only now being imple¬ 
mented. 

Staley called the FDA 
response “unfortunate,” as they 
knew the debate was coming. 
He wants them to mandate and 
enforce non-exclusionary poli¬ 
cies in all phases of drug trials. 
“That puts the burden of 
responsibility on the trial par¬ 
ticipant, where it always is any¬ 
way on these issues.” 

That burden can include 
death, as it did with FIAU. Last 
year the experimental hepatitis 
B drug killed five of the first ten 
people enrolled in the Phase II 
trial at NIH. Most were gay 
men. 

The FDA published new 
regulations, October 27, 
designed to shift the most basic 
presumptions in all clinical tri¬ 
als. “The data needs to be seen 
with as much skepticism as 
optimism,” said FDA 
spokesman Jim O’Hara. 

It was a stark reminder that 
clinical trials are just that - 
experiments, not treatment. 
They often do not work and 
sometimes have unanticipated, 
even disastrous effects. T

Victory Fund Redoubles 
Outreach to People of Color

Oakland healthcare executive Brenda Crawford 
traveled to New York last June, standing shoulder 
to shoulder in the sweltering heat with enough 
sexual minorities to fill a small country. 
Independence for gay people never rang truer. 

And yet it wasn’t until last Saturday that 
Crawford got started on her real dream: full inclu¬ 
sion of persons of color in the gay and lesbian civil 
rights movement. 

It started in New York when she sadly realized 
that during the commemoration of the riot by 
largely African-American and Puerto Rican drag 
queens, most of the millions there were white. 

So the souvenir Crawford brought back was a 
determination to make visibility among gays and 
lesbians of color a priority, drawing on her experi¬ 
ence in delivering services which were culturally 
sensitive, as executive director of the West 
Oakland Health Center. “I come from an incredi¬ 
bly vibrant, creative, and energetic community,” 
she said. 

Through her position on the executive board of 
the Victory Fund, to which she was sworn in on 
November 5, Crawford plans on implementing 
these sentiments through political action in 
Oakland. “This year the Victory Fund endorsed 13 
candidates. None were African-Americans,” she 
told the mixed crowd of East Bay Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club and Victory Fund members. 
Crawford continued that the reason was not 
because they didn’t want to, but because the pool 
of talent is invisible. “The only way our needs are 
going to get represented is by us. We need to come 
out of the closet. We need to be more visible, we 
need to be more open. We need to get involved.” 
African-American lesbians and gays have always 
provided the backbone to their community’s reli¬ 
gious, civil and social organizations, but have 
been mute on the subject. 

“Oakland is the city where we’re going to come 
out. >Ve’re going to be at city council meetings, 
we’re going to be everywhere in the city of 
Oakland, letting them know that we are here. We 
have a very vital and alive African-American les¬ 
bian and gay community in the city.” 

Victory Fund’s first winner, Seattle city coun- 
cilwoman Sherry Harris, attended the meeting, as 
did Clinton administration staff member R. Paul 
Richard, who is openly gay; outgoing mayor of 
Berkeley, Jeffrey Leiter, the first openly gay 
mayor in the Bay Area; Oakland Mayor Elihu 
Harris; and Jeffrey G. Gibson, San Francisco 
attorney and Victory Fund board member. 

Gibson said work for change must come now 
because the gay and lesbian community is still far 
behind organizationally compared to the immense 
power behind the radical right’s hate mongering 
machinery. “We’re back in 1969, Stonewall-era,” 
Gibson said. 

The African-American gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity in particular, Crawford and Harris noted, is 
even further behind the curve than their white 
counterparts, wondering whether their ethnicity or 
their sexual orientation is more important, or 
whether gay women ought to be calling them¬ 
selves lesbians. 

Gibson acknowledged that the main reason 
Oakland was singled out for an upcoming training 
institute in May was because people of color have 
been absent from the rolls of Victory Fund. The 
Victory Fund has a twofold purpose, he explained: 
identifying and raising money for viable lesbian or 
gay candidates, and training people at the grass¬ 
roots community level. Sixteen to 18 candidates

will be recommended this year, Gibson said, rang¬ 
ing from city council races to the attorney general 
race in New York state. 

Harris said that the point is to add not just our 
voices to the political process, but to increase vis¬ 
ibility since remaining in the closet only helps 
religious groups focus their anger on the gay com¬ 
munity. Polls show that most Americans favor gay 
rights legislation, but, ‘The majority of people in 
America say that they have never met anyone who 
is gay,” she said. “It is incumbent on us to make 
ourselves known, to be as visible as we can. We 
don’t all have to run openly gay for public office, 
but we do need to be out, to be involved, to be sup¬ 
porters of the community.” 

Outgoing Mayor of Berkeley and past-presi¬ 
dent of the East Bay Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Club Jeffrey Leiter told the audience that Berkeley 
represents this ideal of visibility and normalcy. 
“This is the payoff for the 21st century. If we don’t 
see that and take advantage of it and be part of it, 
then we’ve lost it,” he said. 

Oakland Mayor Elihu Harris called on poten¬ 
tial civic leaders in the gay community to seek out 
the hidden, yet influential, boards and commis¬ 
sions that populate local and state governments. 

Afterwards, Gibson described to the B.A.R. the 
far reach of the religious right. “The radical right 
has this whole telephonic and mail thing,” he said. 
“They will speak to one and one-half million peo¬ 
ple in the next three day period. And they’re also 
going to drop 30 million mail pieces with this 
Christian Coalition voter sheet dealing with dif¬ 
ferent states.” 

The Seattle City Councilwoman told the crowd 
the importance of overcoming fears about becom¬ 
ing a double minority by coming out of the closet. 
“By being leaders in the broader gay community 
we can help others to make that connection, to 
make that claim and to make them see that united 
we stand and divided we fall. We cannot ask 
someone else to do what we would not do for our¬ 
selves,” she said. 

“I think there is a tendency for us to be more 
fearful about coming out of the closet, more fear¬ 
ful about being open in the community. But when 
I think about the impact that we can have, we have 
no other choice but to become ‘gay’,” she said. 

“If every gay person in every black Baptist 
church were to come out, at the very least they’d 
lose all the choir.” 

Through the training and fundraising of Victory 
Fund, said Gibson, African-Americans and the gay 
community as a whole can play catch up with polit¬ 
ical realities, and fulfill the passion of that initial 
spark that lit up a New York sky 25 years ago. ▼

statement, Sebring planned the 
whole incident with an ex¬ 
boyfriend and after he was 
arrested decided “the thing had 
gone crazy” and gave the 
inmate Gabbert’s cellular hone 
number and asked him to call 
Gabbert and threaten him. 

The inmate said that Sebring 
is a dangerous person who eats 
up the publicity on the case and 
says that Sebring also threat¬ 
ened him. 

According to the inmate, 


Sebring claimed that the inspira¬ 
tion for the abuse extortion 
attempt was inspired by sex 
abuse charges brought against 
superstar Michael Jackson by a 
14-year-old boy. The civil 
charges were settled out of court 
for a reported $10-25 million. 

Gabbert initially lied to 
reporters by saying Sebring had 
never been aboard his yacht and 
downplaying the extent of his 
contacts with the young man. 

The inmate making the 
claims against Sebring was 
scheduled to be extradited to 
another state on a felony matter, 
but the extradition has been 


delayed by the Superior Court 
because of his allegations 
against Sebring. 

Sebring told the Bay Area 
Reporter in an interview that 
the only threats he ever made 
against Gabbert were “legal 
threats,” and dismissed state¬ 
ments to authorities by psychol¬ 
ogist Davis Mannino, who 
alleged that Sebring had threat¬ 
ened to kill Gabbert in his pres¬ 
ence. 

Drous did not return Bay 
Area Reporter phone calls. 

A hearing to set a date for a 
preliminary hearing in the case 
will be held next month. ▼ 
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Academia Nutt Goes on Rampage in North Sacto

When Sam Ciraulo 
announced his bid for the office 
of Robla School Trustee in north 
Sacramento, it was because, in 
his words, he has a “commit¬ 
ment to serve the community 
and to make a positive contribu¬ 
tion to public education.” In 
response to which, the ironically 
named Robla school board pres¬ 
ident, Ms. Theresa Nutt, went 
door-to-door with flyers oppos¬ 
ing Ciraulo’s candidacy, simply 
because is a gay man. 

But what was most notewor¬ 
thy, at a time of much open hos¬ 
tility toward gay candidates, 
was not the school board presi¬ 
dent’s disinformation. It was her 
spelling. 

“Homosexual candidate Sam 
Ciraulo is running for Robla 
School Board,” the flyers 
announced. “Do you know who 
your [sic] voting for?” When 
contacted by the B.A.R., the 
school board president said, 
“No comment,” and hung up. 

Fellow board member 
Wendy Clymer, who also passed 
out the flyers, said her concern 
was mainly that “people have a 
right to know if a special interest 
group is supporting a candidate. 

“I just want people to know 
what is going on. This is just a 
small school district and people 
should know about any candi¬ 
date who’s being given thou¬ 
sands of dollars.” 

Whatever Clymer meant by 
that ominous-sounding warning, 
Ciraulo received only a $208 
donation from Sacramento’s gay 
and lesbian River City 
Democratic Club. 

Oddly, despite her insis¬ 
tence that the community be 
fully informed, Clymer was not 
forthcoming about her own 
affiliations. She did not 


acknowledge her “religious 
agenda” or her church affilia¬ 
tions, saying they were “not 
political.” 

What concerns Ciraulo even 
more than the terrible example 
set by the board of education’s 
president is the thought of the 
kind of education she passes 
along in her own life. He has a 
pretty good idea it’s unpleasant, 
based upon a phone call he 
received. 

“Her daughter, a pupil in the 
school district, called me up to 
tell me that she would be pass¬ 
ing out flyers against me and 
that she doesn’t approve of the 
book Heather Has Two 
Mommies being in her school. I 
haven’t even seen that book, I 
don’t know whether I approve 


of it or not. They’re just making 
the assumption that I’m going to 
give blanket approval to some 
Gay Agenda they’ve conjured 
up. 

“The pity is they’ve involved 
a child in this kind of bigoted 
thinking,” he said. “What does 
this teach our children when 
school board members are 
passing out this kind of trash 
which only serves to inflame 
hate and intolerance? This is 
not in the best interest of the 
children. 

“If we continue to teach hate 
and intolerance, then we should¬ 
n’t be surprised when our juve¬ 
nile justice system fills up with 
young adults who commit hate¬ 
ful and intolerant acts,” he said.

White House’s R. Paul Richard: 

From Triple Minority to Triple Threat

Bill Clinton: friend or foe? 

That’s a question that will circulate throughout 
the gay community for years to come. But whether 
or not everyone agrees with Bill Clinton’s handling 
of gays in the military, one fact is inescapable: this 
president has given homophobia a run for its money. 

Attorney and former Bay Area resident J. Paul 
Richard, one of about five openly gay White House 
staff members, is an example of how Clinton has 
supported lesbians and gays in government. 
Richard told a reception for Victory Fund on 
Saturday, November 5 that the president has made 
both his lover and himself at ease, and that they 
have been asked to White House dinners as spous¬ 
es - although they haven’t been invited to spend 
the night. Yet. 

But far from being a sensational topic of con¬ 
versation, as many might expect, Richard said it’s 
downright boring: he had to wrack his brains to 
come up with a speech for the Penn State 
University gay/lesbian/bisexual student club on 
what it was like to be out in the White House - 
specifically because it is so unremarkable. 

Like most gay men and lesbians his age, 
Richard has spent much of his life living down 
some of the fears conveyed by his parents. After 
summoning the courage to come out to them, 
Richard recalled, his father’s response was “You’re 
black, you’re Catholic, and now you have three 
strikes against you.” 

It took a long time, he said, to stop asking him¬ 
self if maybe his father was right, even after the 
Stonewall riot. “And I remembered those brave, 
gay men in a small bar in Greenwich Village who 
finally said that they had had enough. But still I 
wondered if my father was really right.” The 


moment of resolution came later, while he was 
working in Washington. 

“Nearly 20 years later, I found myself sitting 
behind a desk in a tiny, windowless office. But it 
was in the West Wing of the White House. You 
know what they say - the only thing that really 
counts is location. On the wall behind me hung a 
large picture of a Rainbow Flag, the symbol of Gay 
Pride and liberation. Next to my desk hung a pic¬ 
ture of a gay. Catholic, African-American man, 
standing with four men who had served as 
President of the United States. In front of me was 
a picture of my lover of 13 years, and it was sitting 
next to an Executive Order that, once the President 
had signed it, would ensure that Russia and the 
United States would no longer aim their nuclear 
weapons at each other. 

“To my surprise at that moment, I again thought 
of my father. And I smiled when I realized that 
what was his nightmare, had become in many 
ways the fulfillment of my dream.” 

Richard said that the fundraising efforts of 
Victory Fund represent another part of ihe fulfill¬ 
ment of that ideal. “This gathering, like those sou¬ 
venirs of success in my White House office, gives 
me hope that we can move beyond the fears of the 
past into the hopes of the future.” 

Afterwards he told the B.A.R. about life in 
Washington. “It’s a struggle to really get people to 
turn around and adopt new ways of thinking.” 

About the decision for African-Americans to 
emerge from the closet, Richard commented, “I 
think it is more difficult to come out because of 
some of the structures in the African-American 
community. By the same token, there have long 
been gays and lesbians that everyone has known 
about. They just didn’t talk about them publicly. 

“But I think now it’s really important that we 
-no longer let that silence go on.” ▼ 


board member and gay commu¬ 
nity activist Gary Miller faced a 
similar problem in his bid for re- 
election two years ago. “Both of 
these women have strong, fun¬ 
damentalist beliefs which are 
extremely derogatory to gays 
and they are acting on those pur¬ 
portedly religious convictions,” 
Miller said. “During my elec¬ 
tion they went door to door talk¬ 
ing to people and making an 
issue of my being gay. But this 
time they’re being more blatant 
about it, and I couldn’t be 
prouder of my (Robla) commu¬ 
nity because people are really 
outraged and are responding 
with support for Sam. This com¬ 
munity just won’t tolerate that 
kind of malicious behavior.” 

Ciraulo, 37, cites his com¬ 
mitment to bringing his exper¬ 
tise in administration and bud¬ 
get management to the Robla 
board. “I’ve had to work harder 


and raise more money simply to 
fight the radical religious right 
and their despicable activities. 
Reasonable people simply don’t 
act this way,” he said. Ciraulo 
went on to say he believes it is 
an honor, not a right, to serve as 
an elected official and feels sad 
that two of the present board 
members apparently don’t have 
that same commitment. “I 
wouldn’t do anything which 
would reflect poorly on the dig¬ 
nity of the Robla community or 
which would jeopardize the 
education of our children — and 
I will conduct myself according¬ 
ly” 

At B.A.R. presstime, it 
appeared that Ciraulo had lost 
the race by a margin of some 
130 votes. 

“Fear sells,” he told the 
B.A.R. 

Nutt and Clymer were re- 
elected.V

Stephanopoulos Addresses Gay Group As ’96 Elections Begin

As President and Mrs. 
Clinton flew around the country 
bolstering the campaign efforts 
of pro-Clinton Democrats, 
senior Administration advisor 
George Stephanopoulos came to 
West Hollywood to stump for 
the man who would be President 
again. After all, he observed, the 
campaigns for the 1996 presi¬ 
dential elections begin the day 
after the November 8 elections. 

There was considerable ten¬ 
sion as Stephanopoulos, a short, 
handsome, brilliant man with 
tousled dark hair, walked into 
the reception room at Le Bel 
Age Hotel for a Friday, 
November 4 breakfast with gay 
politicos. There was excitement 
- this is as close as one can get 
to the Presidency other than Bill 
and Hillary - and there was 
trepidation: who would ask him 
about the horrendous gays-in- 
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the-military policy and how in 
the world would he respond? 
Was he coming to make peace 
as political expediency (read: 
money and a block of votes) or 
was he also part of the huge 
White House get-out-the-vote- 
especially-in-crucial-California 
effort? 

Stephanopoulos called the 
“hateful” Prop. 187 “the single 
stupidest idea I’ve ever seen in 
my life ... designed to divide 
people for no other reason than 
to get Pete Wilson elected.” If it 
passed, he said “you ain’t seen 
nothing yet” - it would send a 
message throughout the country 
and become an issue in the 1996 
elections. The senior advisor 
then went on to make a strong 
case for Clinton’s unheralded 
accomplishments in the 20 
months he’s been in office 
including bringing the deficit 
down, signing the Crime Bill, 
the Assault Weapons Ban, lift- 
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ing the Gag Rule on abortion, 
and passing the Family Leave 
Act, to name a few. 

When Stephanopoulos shift¬ 
ed to gay issues, the rapt gay 
crowd of about 100 deepened 
their attention. Stephanopoulos 
talked about how, along with the 
economy, “strengthening the 
bond of community for every¬ 
one was at the heart of the cam¬ 
paign in 1992. It seems like a 
long time ago. There’ve been a 
lot of ups and downs since 
then.” 

Stephanopoulos then stepped 
back and drew the big picture of 
the progress made by the 
Clinton Administration over the 
past 21 months. “There’s proba¬ 
bly been a lot of water under the 
bridge, but have made a big start 
on issues of importance to 
everyone,” he said. The list 
includes: setting up the Office of 
AIDS Research; increased fund¬ 
ing for the Ryan White 
Education Act; 30 major 
Presidential appointments of 
openly gay and lesbian officials, 
such as Roberta Achtenberg at 
HUD and Bruce Lehman to 
Patent Commissioner, several 
staff members throughout gov¬ 
ernment, and the first openly 
lesbian judge in New York City; 
adding sexual orientation to all 
non-discrimination clauses in 
the cabinet, departments, and 
agencies - including the FBI; 
ensuring that sexual orientation 
is not an issue in security classi¬ 
fications for the FBI, 
Department of Defense, or the 
CIA; the lifting of the ban on 
HIV-positive visitors to the 
United States to compete in the 
Gay Games; including non¬ 
discrimination based on sexual 
orientation in the earthquake 
relief programs for Los Angeles 
(“the first time that’s ever hap¬ 
pened”); the Justice 
Department’s full prosecution of 
all cases of discrimination 
against gays and lesbians under 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Act; and settling a case to bar 
discrimination in emergency 
medical assistance to people 
with AIDS. 

“We are making a start in a 
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lot of small ways, in a lot of 
departments you’re never going 
to hear about,” Stephanopoulos 
said. “Government is opening 
up, and that is such a huge dif¬ 
ference from anything we ever 
faced before.” He noted that the 
White House has also stood up 
against issues of discrimination 
such as the divisive anti-gay ini¬ 
tiatives around the country. 

“And he faces a lot of heat 
for these decisions,” the senior 
Clinton advisor said, noting the 
avalanche of criticism heaped 
on Clinton by the Republicans 
in order to win back the 
Presidency in 1996. “There’s a 
lot more danger at stake because 
if you look at what they’re try¬ 
ing to do it’s not just stopping 
what we’re trying to do, the 
progress we’re trying to make - 
they want to take us back. You 
see it right now in the initiatives 
all across the country. You see it 
every single time an issue that 
has to do with the gay and les¬ 
bian community reaches the 
floor of the Congress - you can 
forget about it because there’s a 
knee-jerk reaction, lowest com¬ 
mon denominator politics, peo¬ 
ple just walk away. And we’ve 
been trying to make progress in 
the face of the extremism that’s 
been increasing in the 
Republican party in the last 20 
months.” 

Stephanopoulos then 

broached the gays in the mili¬ 
tary issue, saying, “It was an 
honest disagreement, it was a 
principled disagreement. But I 
can tell you one other thing: 
every single Republican is using 
that in every single race they 
can, all the time” more than any 
other issue. “In fact, they are 
doing everything they can to 
make sure the president is iden¬ 
tified with no issue but that 
issue. They are ruthless. They 
are going to stop at nothing. And 
we have only ourselves to blame 
if we allow them to get away 
with it.” 

During the question and 
answer period Stephanopoulos 
fielded questions ranging from 
the Middle East peace talks to 
campaign finance reform. And 
although he was clearly pre¬ 
pared for the questions on 


specifically gay issues, he 
seemed less prepared for the 
passion of the questioners. The 
president, he told attorney John 
Duran, had “tried” on gays in 
the military, and he said he 
would sign the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act if it got 
to his desk - and he later added 
that Clinton would “work for it.” 

But when former Air Force 
Lieutenant Jody Hoenniger 
“revisited” the gays in the mili¬ 
tary issue, Stephanopoulos 
appeared flustered. “The easiest 
thing for the President to do,” he 
said, “would have been to say 
‘I’m for opening up the military. 
I don’t care if you guys dis¬ 
agree.’ And on January 21st 
there would have been a 95-4 
vote in the Senate and a 410 to 
24 vote in the House, and it 
would have been all over, and 
we wouldn’t have had six 
months of bad publicity and we 
wouldn’t have had six months of 
every single person in all the 
southern states saying the presi¬ 
dent had betrayed them and the 
lowest approval rating of all 
time throughout the country for 
a beginning president. And no 
other issue has done more to 
create that in the first six 
months. The easiest thing in the 
world for us to do would be to 
do that - throw it away. 

“I think we can all ask our¬ 
selves - as you’re looking back 
on what went right and what 
went wrong - how did we allow 
this to be the first issue to come 
up? How in God’s name - when 
you have an Employment 
Discrimination bill that at least 
speaks to the whole country and 
about a principle that everybody 
can agree on? That if you’re 
looking around, asking how can 
we do things better, ask your¬ 
selves: why did we push this - 
the military - the one sector of 
society that would be the hard¬ 
est place to turn? Why would 
the president go there first? So 
we can look at that as well. 

“Finally I have to say - again 
this is something people can dis¬ 
agree on - we made the final 
judgment, as we were going for¬ 
ward - that it was important to

The com¬ 
mission will meet November 17 to decide what 
powers it has to require both organizations to 
answer questions under oath during deposi¬ 
tions, including identifying financial contribu¬ 
tors. 

CFV, headquartered in Colorado Springs, 
contributed $390,000 - more than 60 percent - 


of the $508,000 spent by ERNSR in its 1993 
successful campaign to repeal part of a city 
human rights ordinance that protected gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual people from discrimination. 

A federal judge later ruled the repeal was 
unconstitutional, but that ruling is now being 
appealed. 

The editor of a Columbus newspaper, 
Gaybeat, filed the complaint with the Ohio 
Elections Commission in an attempt to have the 
groups declared PACs. 

Colorado for Family Values told the com¬ 
mission in May it would not identify contribu¬ 
tors because of fear they would be harassed. ▼

resents 95 percent of the opinion in this 
country. [Clinton] went up against him 
[Nunn] and he paid the price for it. What 
would you have him do?” 

Stand up to Nunn, gay politicos shout¬ 
ed. “All of you say that and that’s a good 
argument,” Stephanopoulos continued. 
“And what would have happened to the 
gays and lesbians in the military? They 
would still be getting harassed. ... I was 
in San Luis Obisbo and a guy in the mil¬ 
itary - a gay man - came up to me and 
said, ‘Thank you for what you’ve done.’ 


I can’t disagree with you on every point. 
I can’t say that I wish it’d turned out dif¬ 
ferently. But I don’t think it would have 
been an advance. Simply to throw up a 
flag and say okay fine. You would have 
said he threw in the towel, he threw away 
the whole game if he did it in one day 
and it would have happened in one day. 
So we think we made progress - we 
tried. We paid a terrible price for that. 
Everybody here paid a terrible price for 
that. It was not a good debate for any 
side. But we tried. We tried to make 
progress - we did not succeed. We think 
things will be a little bit better - only 
time will tell.” 

Stephanopoulos received a huge hand 
at the meeting’s conclusion - with gay 
attendees acknowledging that this is the 
first time in history that an American 
President has publicly used the words gay 
and lesbian. 

Following his remarks, attorney John 
McGuire, who represents reinstated Navy 
Petty Officer Keith Meinhold, talked to 


Stephanopoulos about making “small 
adjustments” in the philosophical 
approach the government is taking 
towards the gays in the military cases. 
“What I really want them to do.” 
McGuire said later, “is take an honest 
approach in litigation and say to the 
courts: ‘this is what the policy is - it’s got 
some serious flaws in it.’ And acknowl¬ 
edge those flaws and just let it rise or fall 
on its own merits. I think this serves his 
interests as well as ours. If the policy is 
struck down it certainly serves the gay 
and lesbian community and it serves the 
Clinton Administration too because it 
makes a statement to the American public 
that he was right all along.” The policy, 
McGuire predicted, would “hit” Clinton 
in every election. “One way they can 
make a final positive statement about it is 
to get a declaration from the court that the 
present policy is impermissible,” 
McGuire said, “and I want to help them 
with that - so I hope they want to work 
with us.” ▼

It may be thousands of years 
old, but ancient Chinese medi¬ 
cine is still the cutting edge in 
21st Century doctoring: so says 
licensed acupuncturist Howard 
Moffet, clinic director of the 
American College of Traditional 
Chinese Medicine (ACTCM) in 
San Francisco. 

“Drugs are starting to fail 
us,” Moffet told the Bay Area 
Reporter, referring to Western 
prescriptions. “Drug-resistant 


tuberculosis and bacteria are a 
real threat to modern medicine.” 

What is essential, according to 
Moffet, is a new approach to health 
maintenance and a reassessment of 
the drug-dependent therapies that 
are typical in this country. Simply 
put, he said, “Chinese medicine is 
not like taking your car to the 
mechanic for repair. Chinese med¬ 
icine is like tending your garden. It 
takes work and patience to culti¬ 
vate good health.” 

In a lengthy interview with 
the B.A.R., Moffet said the dif¬ 


ference is that Chinese medicine 
focuses on the “host person” 
rather than on the disease itself. 
“We try to make sense - to 
understand the pattern” of infec¬ 
tion, he said. People with HIV 
who are enjoying the advan¬ 
tages of Chinese medicine 
improve their quality of life, 
their physical functions, and 
their ability to go about a nor¬ 
mal life, Moffet said. “Our 
domain is about helping people 
to feel better,” he said. 

The August, 1994 edition of 
the periodical AIDS Patient 
Care appears to support his con¬ 
tention. The publication con¬ 
tains a highly encouraging 
appraisal of acupuncture and 
herbal medicine treatments at 
ACTCM’s HIV Clinic Program: 
“The emerging profession of 
acupuncture warrants the atten¬ 
tion of all healthcare providers,” 
said the authors, whose findings 
indicate that “patients have ben¬ 
efited from treatment here in 
terms of symptomatic relief and 
improvement in quality of life 
measurements.” 

Efficacy trials at last 

Moffet said that while people 
with HIV have been using 
acupuncture, herbs, and alterna¬ 
tive treatments since the begin¬ 
ning of the AIDS epidemic, San 
Francisco acupuncture clinics 
were the first to contract federal 
money to provide services to 
people with HIV. 

The HIV Clinic Program was

begun in 1992 to provide med¬ 
ical options to people with HIV 
who needed alternatives to stan¬ 
dard drug therapies, or who 
wanted to complement their 
conven-' 



Public Health AIDS office. 

The Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council in 
San Francisco “has responded to 
the need in the community for 
these services and is to be con¬ 
gratulated for providing the sup¬ 
port,” Moffet told the B.A.R. 

Moffet said the response 
from the community was over¬ 
whelming: since the beginning, 
the program has never had fewer 
than 100 people on the waiting 
list for services. 

“The American College of 
Traditional Chinese Medicine is 
negotiating with San Francisco 
General Hospital to obtain clini¬ 
cal privileges to treat our 
patients when they are hospital¬ 
ized,” Moffet told the B.A.R. 

On Monday, October 24 
Moffet announced that ACTCM 
will be a cooperating clinic with 
Bastyr University of Seattle, 
which has just been awarded a 
major grant from the National 
Institutes of Health (NIH) to 
establish a Center for 
Alternative Medicine Research 
in HIV/AIDS. 

The center will survey the 
use of Chinese and other alter¬ 
native medicines for HIV and

“The heterosexual victims of 
AIDS, including children, are 
also getting an unexpected les¬ 
son in the terrible price of big¬ 
otry towards gay and lesbian 
people,” King said. 

“I would urge the so-called 
Christian leaders who see AIDS 
as a form of divine retribution to 
explain why AIDS is spreading 
among heterosexual people, 
including children. ... 

“I would ask them to tell me 
where in the teachings of Jesus 
do we find justification for the 
persecution and dehumaniza¬ 
tion of anyone ... and [to] 
remember that every person 
with AIDS is as much a child of 
God as any other human being.” 

King praised those religious 
leaders “who have responded to 
the AIDS crisis with great com¬ 
passion and generosity.” 

“I see AIDS not only as a 
dread illness that we must con¬ 
quer,” she said, “but as a test of 
the compassion and decency of 
those who enjoy good health. 
Bigotry is a debilitating neuro¬ 
sis, but it is an illness that can be 
cured with honest self-examina¬ 
tion and education. 

“That’s why we must never let 
a bigoted remark go unchallenged 
and why we must always ask 
those who would persecute others 
to look into their own hearts,” 
King told the nation’s largest 


AIDS patients, and screen and 
evaluate HIV/AIDS therapies 
from the field of alternative 
medicine, Moffet said. 

The three-year, $840,000 
grant will fund development and 
operation of the center under the 
leadership of Dr. Leanna 
Standish, the university’s direc¬ 
tor of research. 

Standish, who received a 
Ph.D. degree in Biopsychology 
from the University of 
Massachusetts in 1978, has also 
earned a Doctor of Naturopathic 
Medicine degree and a master’s 
degree in Oriental Medicine at 
Bastyr University. In addition to 
serving as research director and 
clinical faculty member at the 
university, she is also a staff 
physician at University Health 
Clinic in Seattle. She has served 
as a member of the NIH ad hoc 
panel on alternative medicine. 

In a related development, the 
AIDS and Chinese Medicine 
Institute at Columbia University 
in New York City has 
announced that the third annual 
HIV/AIDS and Chinese 

Medicine Conference will be 
held June 15-18, 1995, on the 
Columbia University campus. 

“This conference will strive 
to be an important forum for 
exchange of information and 
support,” Moffet said. 

The second annual 

HIV/AIDS and Chinese 

Medicine Conference took place 
on the campus of San Francisco 
State University last July. The 
conference was well attended, 
with 34 presenters and more 
than 200 participants from 
around the world. ▼

gathering of HIV/AIDS workers. 

From time to time. King told 
the conference, she gets letters, 
phone calls, “and other unso¬ 
licited advice” from people 
telling her she should not speak 
out for the rights of gay and les¬ 
bian people. 

“Somehow they can’t make 
the connection between racism 
and the bigotry experienced by 
gays and lesbians. But there is a 
connection between the racist, 
the anti-Semite, the sexist and 
the homophobe. They all share a 
dehumanizing fear that prevents 
them from having empathy for 
the unjust suffering of their 
brothers and sisters in the 
human family. They all share a 
sick need to dehumanize some 
minority to make themselves 
feel more adequate. 

“In denying compassion for 
the victims of AIDS, they must 
also deny the existence of their 
own soul-destroying neurosis. 
In denying the humanity of oth¬ 
ers, they also deny their own 
humanity,” Mrs. King told her 
highly enthusiastic audience. 

“A decent healthcare system 
for the American people must 
become the number one priority 
of our national security,” King 
said, urging them to vote. 

Frontline AIDS workers from 
across the nation also heard U. S. 
Surgeon General Dr. M. 
Joycelyn Elders and Raul 
Yzaguirre* of the National 
Council of La Raza, among other 
speakers at the conference. ▼

Proposal Process To Begin on 
Alameda HI V/ AIDS Housing Grant

Up to ten agencies that provide shelter for HIV/ 
AIDS patients in Alameda County will be eligible 
to receive federal funds next year from a U. S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development 
grant, it was decided at the November 1 Alameda 
County Board of Supervisors meeting. 

The board okayed an agreement for the coun¬ 
ty to administer nearly $1.36 million in afford¬ 
able housing and related services funds that 
were originally granted to the city of Oakland by 
HUD. Of that money, building construction, 
leasing, and rehabilitation will account for 
$600,000, according to Linda Gardner, County 
Housing & Community Development Director. 
Slightly less of the Housing Opportunities for 
People with AIDS grant, $580,000, will be spent 
on patient services and operations support, she 
said. 

Gardner explained that the overall goal is to 
improve the overall quality of life for PWAs, in 
addition to expanding the existing housing stock or 
to make it possible for people to remain where they 


are. “The things that will help people stay in their 
housing and improve their lives,” she said, includ¬ 
ing but not limited to, alcohol and drug abuse 
counseling, money management, and information 
and referral. 

One homeless shelter, for example, is only pre¬ 
vented from increasing the number of dedicated 
spaces for people with HIV or AIDS because of a 
lack of money, not space. 

Gardner emphasized that the spending priorities 
were decided on only after two public hearings 
into the matter last summer. “We held two widely- 
invited public meetings just on the topic of ‘How 
should the money be spent?’” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We did a very comprehensive 
mailing inviting people to these community meet¬ 
ings. We also mailed the invitations to all the hous¬ 
ing and non-profit housing developers in the coun¬ 
ty.” 

Gardner added that her office surveyed the 
county HIV/ AIDS Division Needs Assessment to 
see what the gaps were in existing housing pro¬ 
grams. 

Request for Proposals will soon be available 
from her office, she said. ▼ 


Chronic Hepatitis Linked to Genetics

WASHINGTON - Genetics 
may determine whether a per¬ 
son suffers from a chronic infec¬ 
tion with Hepatitis B virus, 
British researchers said 
Thursday, October 27. 

A study in this week’s British 
journal the Lancet indicates that 
inherited components of the 
immune system may control 
whether a person clears a 
Hepatitis B infection or 
becomes an infectious carrier of 
the virus. The finding may help 
identify the people who are at 
risk of chronic liver inflamma¬ 
tion, damage, and possible 
tumors. 

“No one has really figured 
out why some people rid them¬ 
selves of the virus and why 
there is a proportion of unlucky 
people who get a persistence of 
the virus,” said Dr. Richard 
Batchelor of the Royal 
Postgraduate Medical School at 
the Hammersmith Hospital in 
London. “Our study indicates 
that the human leukocyte anti¬ 


gen type is one of the factors 
influencing a person’s response 
to this virus.” 

The human leukocyte anti¬ 
gen - HLA - is a key compo¬ 
nent of the immune system 
which helps the body determine 
self from invader. Physicians 
commonly look at the various 
HLA types when matching 
organ donors to recipients. One 
of the key roles of HLA is scav¬ 
enge all the bits of foreign mate¬ 
rials in the body and present 
them to T-cells. The T-cells then 
begin the process of destroying 
foreign cells. 

Because HLA is involved in 
some of the first steps of the 
immune response, Batchelor 
and his colleague Ajayeb 
Almarri from Hamad Hospital 
in Qatar compared the HLA 
types of 31 people who had 
been infected by the virus and 
cleared it, 21 people who were 
carriers, and 100 people who 
had never had the virus. 

People who were chronically 
infected with the virus were far 
more likely to have an HLA 
type called DR2, while people 


who had cleared the virus were 
more likely to have HLA type 
DR7. 

“The difference might be due 
to a number of factors. Perhaps 
the DR2 molecule does not 
accommodate the most impor¬ 
tant parts of the Hepatitis B 
virus and these people don’t 
have an appropriate immune 
response,” said Batchelor. “It is 
important to find out who the 
people most susceptible to 
chronic infection are in order to 
find better ways to vaccinate 
them.” 

Batchelor and Almarri con¬ 
firmed their findings in a small¬ 
er study, but the researchers 
point out that the findings are 
far from conclusive. 

“It is important that the work 
is confirmed in large studies,” 
said Batchelor. “But it is poten¬ 
tially an important result. The 
whole question of the immune 
response to hepatitis B has been 
overlooked.” 

Hepatitis B is a disease that 
has disproportionately affect¬ 
ed the gay community for 
years. ▼

present in high concentrations 
in the blood of patients with 
full-blown AIDS can activate 
HIV replication in the test tube. 

Antibodies against Vpr can 
block HIV replication, they 
found. 

These findings may lead to a 
new strategy for keeping HIV 
dormant and preventing AIDS 
forever, they said. 

‘This is the first time that 
anyone has shown that an HIV 
gene has anything to do with 
viral latency,” said immunolo¬ 
gist David Weiner. “And it is 
possible that antibody therapy 
may have a place in controlling 
the virus.” 

After HIV infects someone, 
the virus enters a quiescent peri¬ 
od for several years where the 
virus cannot be detected in the 
bloodstream. Researchers have 
shown that the virus is replicat¬ 
ing in some cells at a very low 
level. 

At some point, the virus 


begins to rapidly reproduce, and 
floods the body with virus, 
eventually destroying the 
immune system. 

The Pennsylvania 

researchers found that people 
with AIDS had very high levels 
of Vpr in their bloodstreams. 
Purified Vpr caused blood cells 
taken from the patients to begin 
to produce virus. But when the 
researchers added antibodies 
against Vpr to the blood cells, 
Vpr failed to activate virus 
reproduction. 

“An HIV infection could rep¬ 
resent a delicate balance 
between antibodies against Vpr 
and the production of Vpr,” said 
Weiner. “In places like lymph 
nodes, it would be hard to keep 
the virus completely silent with 
antibodies against Vpr. 
Eventually there is more Vpr 
production and the virus begins 
to multiply and spread.” 

Weiner said that preliminary 
evidence indicates that levels of 
Vpr in the bloodstream increase 
as the disease progresses which 
makes Vpr an attractive target 
for drugs and vaccines. 


“If you have a function in the 
virus, you can do something to 
inhibit that function,” said 
Weiner. “If you could immunize 
people against Vpr or find drugs 
against Vpr, we could keep the 
virus quiet.” 

Weiner said the study “gives 
us a new target for drug devel¬ 
opment. Now, it’s our responsi¬ 
bility to make them.” ▼

Too Scary 




ical mass is lost and the event 
falls flat. A few thousand drag 
queens parading their outfits for 
each other is exhilarating; a few 
hundred being ogled by a hun¬ 
dred thousand drunken, violent 
thugs is not. 

Now it has gotten deadly. On 
the Friday before Halloween, a 
gay man was shot near the 
Castro for holding hands with 
his boyfriend. His assailants, in 
a white jeep, drove on the pave¬ 
ment to pin their victim against 
a wall while they shot him. 


Police at the official October 
31 celebration relieved a 19- 
year-old of a .357 magnum 
automatic - with a speed loader! 
All of these young fascists went 
to the Castro heavily armed with 
one specific intent: to kill 
queers, lots of queers if possi¬ 
ble. For violent homophobes, 
Halloween, with its highly visi¬ 
ble queers and the current 
license it gives to non-gays to 
invade our community, has 
become little more than “open 
season on queers.” 

Protection racket 

The total collapse of the 
“security” that Community 
United Against Violence 
(CUAV) had contracted to pro¬ 
vide, in return for a quarter of 
the event’s profits, made this

H alloween, the highest 
holiday of local queer 
culture, has become 
too scary to continue in 
its current form. It is time to 
move the big, public Halloween 
celebration from the Castro, its 
traditional venue, to some other 
locale. Perhaps it could be held 
at Civic Center or South of 
Market; a friend of mine favors 
Pacific Heights (which he calls 
“Specific Whites”). Alas, it’s too 
dangerous to hold in the Castro 
anymore, where it ends up being 
little more than an invitation to 
homophobes to invade a “target- 
rich” environment. 

In its original form, where 
costumed queers spontaneously 
gathered in the Castro until we 
blocked traffic, it was both fun 
and a community event. It still is 
on the days before the official 
celebration, when everyone 
steps out to “test drive” their 
drag. But on the big night, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of un-cos- 
tumed heterosexuals come to 
gawk at the freak show, and the 
atmosphere becomes strained at 
best, ugly at worst. 

Costume parties, like orgies, 
only work if the majority of 
those in attendance are partici¬ 
pating in the title activity. A few 
people in plainclothes at a mas¬ 
querade or a couple of voyeurs 
at a sex club can be carried 
along on the general momen¬ 
tum, but when the gawkers out¬ 
number the performers, the crit-

year’s event particularly danger¬ 
ous. By 10 p.m. all but ten of the 
volunteer monitors had walked 
off the job, protesting that they 
felt “unsafe.” They had a better 
grasp of the situation than their 
management, who’d typically 
sent them in vastly undertrained, 
underorganized, and unprepared 
for the monstrous task con¬ 
fronting them. 

Did CUAV get greedy for 
that 25 percent and knowingly 
bite off more than they could 
chew, or were they just ignorant 
of what they were getting into? 
Most likely it was a combina¬ 


tion of both venality and stupid¬ 
ity. 

This fiasco is a serious blow 
to CUAV, which does very little 
for the $300,000 of city money 
it gets every year. The “safety 
monitors” they provide to police 
gay events, minimally trained, 
unpaid volunteers, mostly go 
around pointlessly bossing other 
queers but shy away from pro¬ 
tecting the community from 
hostile outsiders. The self- 
defense class they offer costs 
about 100 percent more than the 
standard market rate for a mar¬ 
tial arts training session, and 
according to my friends doing 
mental health work, they won’t 
provide counseling to bashing 
victims. 

They do have a violence hot¬ 
line, but my personal experience 
with it was pretty bad. I called 
after getting attacked in Dolores 
Park, mostly to make sure the 
statistic was recorded. To my 
amazement, the hotliner wasn’t 
interested in any of the record¬ 
able specifics of my incident (so 
how does CUAV come up with 
their stats?) but only in encour¬ 
aging me to get hysterical over 
the incident. When I asked for 
help in figuring out how to press 
charges and getting the police to 
record the incident, he advised 
against it and again suggested 
therapy instead. 

So aside from harassing gay 
columnists for using the word 
“faggot” - CUAV’s main claim 
to fame for the past year - the 
organization doesn’t have much 
of a mission other than its event 
protection racket. Maybe it’s 
time for them to disband; cer¬ 
tainly it’s time for the gay and 
lesbian community to investi¬ 
gate how they spend the funds 
they collect on our behalf. If 
they really can’t think of any 
better use for their money than 
their pathetic posters encourag¬ 
ing bashers to be nice, maybe 
they could at least offer free 
defense classes instead. 


Soft on queericide 

We are, alas, a community 
under siege, but if everyone 
takes some rudimentary precau¬ 
tions, we can all feel safer and 
make our community more 
secure. 

For starters, take a self- 
defense class. I notice that Street 
Patrol, which used to provide 
them free, is advertising again, 
so that might be an option. (For 
more advanced training, you 
might even want to join Street 
Patrol; believe me, sweater fags 
and lipstick lesbians who 
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wouldn’t give you a second look 
otherwise will cream over you 
in your SP outfit.) 

It is important that you have 
some notion of what you can do 
in case of attack and that you 
occasionally practice these 
moves. Maybe all you’ll want to 
do is run and scream; maybe 
you can take more positive 
action. But you should have 
some idea of how to behave 
when violent homophobia gets 
in your face. 

A couple of years ago, my 
partner and I used to give visit¬ 
ing house guests a key ring with 
a whistle on it. Now the stan¬ 
dard key ring includes a whistle 
and a pepper sprayer. (Until the 
first of this year, such spray was 
illegal, although automatic rifles 
were not!) 

If you see a bashing going 
on, do something! Don’t stand 
around waiting for someone else 
to act. Run for help, call the 
police (but don’t expect too 
much from them; last time I saw 
the SFPD in action, they 
released the bashers and almost 
arrested the victim!), run to the 
victim’s assistance, or mobilize 
others to do so. 

Often heroics won’t be possi¬ 
ble. But for goddess’ sake, try to 
get license plates numbers when 
appropriate. I can’t believe that 
those gunmen in the jeep did all 
those maneuvers and got away 
without anyone getting their 
number. The shooting victims 
were no doubt preoccupied with 
staying alive, but what about 
bystanders? The Guardian 
Angels have released a compos¬ 
ite picture of the attacker, but 
like all such, it’s too vague to be 
much use - the drawings of the 
Castro Shooter and of the 
nonexistent carjacker/kidnapper 
fingered by that murderous 
mom in South Carolina look 
exactly alike to me. 

Don’t be satisfied with beat¬ 
ing off an attack. If at all possi¬ 
ble, pursue your assailant while 
calling on bystanders for assis¬ 
tance. If you catch perpetrators, 
hold them until the cops arrive, 
and insist on pressing charges. 
Get the names and phone num¬ 
bers of as many eyewitnesses as 
you can, and make sure the DA 
follows through on the prosecu¬ 
tion. 

This won’t be easy. CUAV 
won’t help you, and the cops 
will be livid with rage when you 
insist on them doing the paper¬ 
work necessary to defend your 
rights and safety. Oddly, they’re 
more willing to pursue thieves, 
like pickpockets, than they are 
to go after bashers. It’s as 
though our property is valued 
more than our persons. 

A good way to get police to 
pay attention to roving bashers 
cruising the Castro in their cars 
and yelling homophobic slurs is 
to get their plate numbers and 
call 911 to report inebriated dri¬ 
vers brandishing open booze 
bottles. This is more often than 
not the case anyway, and 
although the SFPD is soft on 
queericide, it’s tough on drunk 
driving. 

The steps described above 
can make the Castro safer for 
individuals, but nothing can 
control a homophobic invasion 
on the scale of our annual 
Halloween “bash” - certainly 
not CUAV or the SFPD - so for 
all our sakes, it would be best if 
it and its attendant ugliness were 
moved elsewhere. Let’s keep the 
Castro safe for queers and let 
bashers go elsewhere for their 
fun. ▼

Wondrous Weltschmerz 


Madonna 
Bedtime Stories 
Sire/Maverick 45767

B etween the lousy 
movie performances 
and the scandalous 
late-night talk show 
appearances and the (supposed¬ 
ly) dirty pictures, it’s easy to 
forget that Madonna is a nation¬ 
al pop music treasure. She co¬ 
wrote and recorded some of the 
best singles of the past decade, 
and her engaging autobiograph¬ 
ical 1989 album. Like a Prayer, 
still sounds good. Although con¬ 
sumers balked at the self-con¬ 
scious artyness of her last 
album, 1992’s Erotica, those of 
us who actually listened to it 
found something of interest 
between the sheets. What was 
missing was good songwriting. 
With Bedtime Stories, however. 
Madonna dives back into the 
pop music pool and occasional¬ 
ly comes up with a gem. 

As a whole, the tracks on 
Bedtime Stories are marred by 
musical sameness. Each track is 
built on the laid-back, gin-and- 
juice, R&B groove popularized 
by rapper Snoop Doggy Dogg. 
“Bedtime Story,” co-written 
with the charming Icelandic 
oddball Bjork, playfully evokes 
the collective unconscious and 
star tripping, yet Madonna 
seems uncomfortable in its 
spacey landscape. “Don’t Stop,”

yet another Madonna “get into 
the groove” anthem, drags its 
heels. The closing ballad, “Take 
a Bow,” is so formulaic it 
sounds dated and out of place 
here. 

But when producers Dallas 
Austin, Nellee Hooper, 
Babyface, Dave “Jam” Hall - 
and Madonna herself - show 


some artistry, the quality of the 
material improves significantly. 
“Inside of Me” is the aural 
equivalent of a tropical fish 
tank: air bubbles, filtered light 
and a dreamy sensuousness. The 
neat acoustic guitar intro and 
addictive chord changes of 
“Secret,” Madonna’s ode to self- 
love (and I’m not talking about 


masturbation here), drove it 
straight to the top of the singles’ 
chart. “Forbidden Love” has a 
subtle sexiness. On “Human 
Nature,” Madonna rebukes her 
critics with an “I’m not your 
bitch, don’t hang your shit on 
me” sneer. Hearing her response 
to the uproar caused by her 1992 
book. Sex, and her Erotica 
album makes it easy to overlook 
the tiresome synth squeaking in 
the background. 

But the most memorable 
song of this album is the 
Brazilian-flavored “Love Tried 
to Welcome Me.” Over delicate 
guitars and gentle strings. 
Madonna eloquently, even poet¬ 
ically, explores sadness and 
loneliness. This isn’t the first 
time she has sung about being 
miserable. Both the “Like a 
Prayer” single and 1990’s 
“Vogue” are about finding shel¬ 
ter from a dark cloud: the for¬ 
mer, through romance; the lat¬ 
ter, on the dance floor. Being 
unhappy is something we can all 
relate to. In fact, I suspect some 
of Madonna’s appeal is firmly 
rooted in her bittersweetness. 

On first hearing, Bedtime 
Stories’ closest kin is 
Madonna’s saccharine 1986 
album True Blue. But whereas 
that record still sounds imper¬ 
sonal and shallow. Bedtime 
Stories becomes richer with 
repeated playings. Pay attention 
to the lyrics. Time may prove 
this one of Madonna’s most sub¬ 
stantial albums. ▼

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The Stones Just Keep Going and Going... 

Sweatin’ to the Oldies

here weren’t many queers in the crowd 
when the Rolling Stones played 
Oakland’s Coliseum last week. (My very 
reliable Gaydar registered minus two all 

night.) 

Don’t gay folks like the Stones? And if not, 
why? Granted, their music may not speak to us 
directly, but I always thought these guys were part 
of a larger, collective consciousness whose songs 
crossed the boundaries of gender, race and sex. 
One thing’s for sure, they’re not Guns ’n’ Roses. 

Perhaps the X Generation isn’t old enough to 
remember the Stones’ true artistic peak, but long 
before Pansy Division was even a glimmer in John 
Ginoli’s eyes, queer kids were making out to 
Sticky Fingers. And the sexual revolution the 
Stones helped initiate in the straight world in the 
late ’60s and early ’70s helped pave the way for 
our own gay pride movement. So, in a way, the 
Stones are as important to gay culture as Bette and 
Babs - okay, maybe not quite that important. 

The show itself was great. Drawing mostly 
from their 1978 comeback album Some Girls, and 
their new release Voodoo Lounge, our rock ’n’ roll 
dinos proved they still have the magic touch. They 
threw in great, old favorites like “Heartbreaker,” 
“Monkey Man,” and “Street Fightin’ Man.” And 
the stage show was a feast for the senses, from the 
immense, high-tech grid of multi-colored lights to 
the giant video screen behind the band to a cast of 
Mardi Gras-size inflatable figures that appeared 
onstage during “Sympathy for the Devil.” 

Nor would it be mere hyperbole to say Mick 
Jagger was in shape. The man ran back and forth 
on the stadium-wide stage all night long. During 
“It’s All Over Now” he actually skipped across the 
stage, that’s how much fun he was having. Even 
more surprising than Jagger’s physical stamina 
was his voice. He didn’t miss a note, and with 
Keith Richards slamming away at those power 
chords, songs that have begun to sound trite over 
the years - “Satisfaction,” for instance - sounded 
crisp, clear and vital. 

That vitality was truly inspiring to both see and 
hear. It was confirmation, of sorts, that some set of

principles from the ’60s had actually withstood 
the test of time, whether it was the Stones’ own 
brand of rebellion or larger issues of personal and 
political freedom from that era. The Stones proved 
that the art and idealism that drive rock ’n’ roll are 
no sham. 

One minor complaint: I saw the Stones on 
Halloween (no wonder there were no queers), and 
I was hoping for something special, different 
songs, maybe an extra encore, guests. Alas, they 
were pretty nonchalant about it being October 31. 
But I shouldn’t have been so surprised, for 
Richards noted that every night is Halloween for 
him. But it didn’t matter if spells weren’t cast, for 
the show contained enough magic to satisfy even 
the most cynical fans. ▼ 


Joni and Laurie’s 
New Albums 

Colorists

hese oversized ears 
have sure been tickled 
recently, and not just by 
a thick, wet tongue. 
Two favorite recording 
artists, Joni Mitchell and Laurie 
Anderson, released long-await¬ 
ed new albums the same day. 
Both named after colors, their 
titles reflect their sensibilities: 
Mitchell’s arty, ten-dollar-word 
Turbulent Indigo, and 
Anderson’s blunt, stripped- 
down Bright Red. 

Early reviews have made 
much of Joni’s return to the 
Reprise Records label, which 
released her early, folksy discs 
like Blue. True, the new songs 
are mostly acoustic guitar- 
based, and the whole has the 
downbeat, lyrical grace of a 
classic Joni album like Hejira. 
But Indigo is no regression to 
her tender past. The jazz phras¬ 
ing and instrumentation are not 
overt, like on the much- 
maligned Mingus, but still in 
the mix; and Joni’s voice, near¬ 
ly thirty years into her record¬ 
ing career, has gone deep and 
sultry over time and many cigs. 

Indigo is a clear progression 
from her equally satisfying last 
album, Night Ride Home. 
Buttressed by strong bass lines 
from her hubby in the band, 
Larry Klein, Joni gives free rein 
to melodic impulses in her 


music and social conscience in 
her lyrics. She takes on urban 
ills, wife-beating, gun-toting 
schoolchildren. And, times 
being what they are, free-love 
Joni, poet of the sexual revolu¬ 
tion, warns, “Gas leaks, and oil 
spills; sex sells everything, and 
sex kills.” 

Dedicated Joni-heads know 
that she is a lonely painter, she 
lives in a box of paints. The 
cover of the painterly-titled new 
CD is a self-portrait: Joni as 
Van Gogh, down to the severed

ear. Inside are more visual com¬ 
positions, and the lyric booklet 
looks like a catalogue to pic¬ 
tures at an exhibition. But it’s 
her rich palette of music that 
colors the memory. 

‘Bright Red’ 

Laurie Anderson’s first new 
album in five years arrives after 
months of delay. Produced by 
Brian Eno, Bright Red bears his 
distinctive stamp in the ambient 
wash. Still, the complex 
rhythms and invented electron¬ 
ics are pure Anderson: the 
opening piece, “Speechless,” 
begins against the martial tattoo 
of syncopated percussion, like 


John Philip Sousa crossed with 
David Van Tieghem. 

The apocalyptic landscapes 
of Laurie’s lyrics bear scars of 
ecological devastation and 
plague. In “Love Among the 
Sailors,” she asks, “Did you 
think this was the way your 
world would end? Hombres. 
Sailors. Comrades. There is no 
pure land now. No safe place. 
And we stand here on the pier 
watching you drown.” 

Laurie Anderson’s eyes are 
wide open in the second AIDS 
decade. The “Tightrope” she 
sings about, the delicate bal¬ 
ance we maintain between life 
and death, is a “long, thin line 
made of my own blood.” The 
album’s very title refers to this 
cardiovascular concern. The 
spare arrangements and black 
mood of Bright Red seem suit¬ 
ed to the mood of the moment: 
even the two songs which previ¬ 
ously appeared on the sound¬ 
track to Wim Wenders’ 
Faraway, So Close are slowed 
down, pared to their essential 
elements. 

The artist who penned O 
Superman has not given up 
descrying American love for 
war technology. In “Night in 
Baghdad,” she recasts the words 
of CNN correspondents, wit¬ 
nesses to the American bomb¬ 
ing of Iraq who could find only 
Hallmark metaphors for the 
destruction: “It’s so beautiful. 
It’s like the Fourth of July. It’s 
like a Christmas tree. It’s like 
fireflies on a summer night.” 

While others scrambled for 
McDonna’s latest release, I was 
happily slaking my aural thirst 
with the new sounds from these 
brilliant women. ▼

‘Three Hotels’ 

In this busy theatre season, it 
is easy to get caught up in the 
big productions like Angels In 
America, or, God help you. 
Cats, while overlooking some 
of the smaller, more interesting 
shows on local stages. 

Over at the Magic Theatre, 
gay playwright Jon Robin 
Baitz’s Three Hotels tells the 
blistering story of a marriage 
bearing the weight of the hus¬ 
band’s immoral work ethic as a 
distributor of baby formula in 
underdeveloped nations, and the 
tragedy that ensues for his fam¬ 
ily. 

As the hard-hearted Kenneth 
Hoyle, Michael Murphy (of 
Altman movies M*A*S*H and 
Nashville to name two) makes 
an impressive Bay Area stage 
debut, and Bay Area favorite 
Lorri Holt is equally impressive 
as Barbara Hoyle, the wife who 
has reached the end of her emo¬ 
tional tether. Baitz’s play is a 
series of three monologues - 
two for him, one for her - each 
delivered from a hotel room in a 
third world country. The dia¬ 
logue is wildly intelligent and 
grandly theatrical. Kenneth and 
Barbara spin the tale of their 
marriage and their lives of luxu¬ 
ry in impoverished countries, 
and while their stories are 
engaging, it is Baitz’s joy of 
using simple language to decon¬ 
struct both the worlds of busi¬ 
ness and emotion that provide 
this play’s fire. In a brief 
moment of bonding with his 
boss, Kenneth says, “...the mad¬ 
ness we share is that he, like me, 
does not think that other people 
are actually real. Really exist. 
So it makes it possible to do any 
number of awful things.” The 
characters aren’t grounded so 
much in reality as they are in 
ideology, but in the capable 
hands of Baitz, whose 
Substance of Fire and The End 
of the Day have been produced 
at the Magic over the last two 
years, the politics feed the emo¬ 
tion and vice versa. 

Every component of this pro¬ 
duction is top notch, from the 
strength of the script and the 
performances to Renee 
Shafransky’s incisive direction 
and John Wilson’s versatile yet 
realistic hotel room set. Three 
Hotels is the most darkly enter¬ 
taining and finely crafted Baitz 
play the Magic has produced.

impersonation. Varon’s pleasant 
basso voice has abundant shad¬ 
ing and color, which allows the 
personaes of Limbaugh, 
Spalding Gray, Garrison 
Keillor, Jackie Mason, Cokie 
Roberts and a host of fictional 
characters to shine in all their 
hilarious detail. The gloriously 
cock-eyed story, set in 1996, 
follows Limbaugh’s romance 
with an FBI fugitive whom he 
meets when, disguised as a lib¬ 
eral, he enrolls in the New 
School for Social Research to 
learn Spanish in an attempt to 
increase his listening audience. 
Varon is even able to work in a 
New York Shakespeare produc¬ 
tion of Othello directed by Gray 
starring Limbaugh as the moor 
and Keillor as Iago, Mason as 
Roderigo and Roberts as 
Desdemona. Night School is 
hilarious and intelligent in an 
NPR kind of way. The ultra-inti¬ 
mate Marsh stage is perfectly 
suited to Varon’s engaging, even 
exhilarating tour de force.

ife’s not easy for a high 
schooler living in the 
burbs. At least that’s 
according to the initial 
premise of John C. Russell’s 
Stupid Kids , which is currently 
enjoying its premiere produc¬ 
tion in Theater Rhinoceros’ stu¬ 
dio. 

Jim Stark (Tom Darci) is the 
new guy in school, complete 
with his own motorcycle and 
nasty past. He wears a leather 
jacket, a T-shirt, a baseball cap 
and slouches his way from one 
situation to another. After their 
first meeting he sets his sights 
on Judy Noonan (Christina 
Kirk), one of the most popular 
girls around. Naturally, she 
prefers to think of herself as a 
free agent, but she is immediate¬ 
ly attracted to Jim. 

In the traditional straight 
comedy, the ups and downs of 
the Jim/Judy relationship would 
have been the main focus, but 
not for Russell (who unfortu¬ 
nately died in April of this year). 
This playwright pulls their long 
suffering sidekicks to the fore¬ 
front. If life in the burbs is tough 
for Judy and Jim, it’s practically 
impossible for Kimberly and 
Neechee, two 

outcast/poet/philosophers 
caught in the traps of coming to 
terms with their sexuality. 
Hence Russell’s subtitle: “an 
about-to-be queer comedy.” 

Neechee (Josh Frager), 
whose real name is John, has a 
sort of rumpled look and a 
plaintive air. He’s attracted to 
Jim’s outsider status. Thus he 
gives Jim a chance to be not so 
alone during his struggle for 
acceptance at his new high 
school. Jane (Lisa Gerstein), 
calls herself Kimberly after rock 
poet Patti Smith’s little sister, 
the one who had no talent. With 
a self-defined perspective on 
human behavior, she becomes 
Judy’s intelligent and dedicated 
confidante. 

Us against them 

Through the guise of a battle 
against conformist society for 
Judy’s and Jim’s friendship, 
Kimberly and Neechee journey 
from frustrated outsiders to self- 
respecting adults. This journey 
to self-discovery leads to a 
beautiful and intimate scene 
where the two outcasts realize 
what their feelings for their pals 
include. As Kimberly points out, 
there is a big difference between 
loving a pal the way she loves 
Neechee and being in love with 
someone the way she is in love 
with Judy and Neechee is in 
love with Jim. Playwright 
Russell takes them one step fur¬ 
ther than this. The two make a 
pact to reveal their feelings to 
Judy and Jim. 

Russell’s writing is terrific. 
Not only does he bring the out¬ 
casts into hero status, he does it 
by creating a world that is excit¬ 
ing, different and accessible. In 
this allegorical representation of 
our own world, the characters 
speak an energetic slang, similar 
to the one used in the film 
Heathers . Only here the lan¬ 
guage utilizes a far more expan¬ 
sive montage of words and 
phrases. Kimberly and Neechee 
are the masters of this language. 
As poet-philosophers, they con¬ 
tinually deconstruct and recon¬ 
struct it, giving them great the¬ 


atrical power. 

Deft direction 

Steve Cosson’s direction 
does more than maintain 
Russell’s world; it enhances it. 
From Cosson’s perspective, 
these young people are not just 
in conflict with society’s rules 
and expectation, or even with 
each other, but also with them¬ 
selves. Each scene reflects 
another step in figuring out what 
they want and who they want to 
be. Juggling all of the conflicts 
while gently focusing on 
Neechee and Kimberly, Cosson 
steers the play to its final 
moments, giving the outcasts 
the kind of dignity such charac¬ 
ters deserve. 

The acting is uneven, but 
never so weak that it distracts 
from the production. Darci’s 
Jim is all hip mannerisms and 
macho posturing. Yet, when the 
scene calls for his character to 
show some depth, he pulls out 
just enough to carry him 
through. Although the role of 
Judy is rather thankless, Kirk is 
never too shrill. At the same 
time, she is nowhere near as 
snobbish as she should be. Then 
again, if she were, how could 
Kimberly, or anyone else for 
that matter, really like her? 

With his boyish demeanor 
and nerdy good looks, Frager 
appears to be impeccably cast as 
thy uncertain Neechee. 
However, his performance made 
his character a little more 
ambiguous than it needed to be. 

But the pivotal performance 
is Lisa Gerstein’s. She makes 
Kimberly one of those angry but 
zesty souls, the kind of actress 
who takes charge of the play 
with impressive results. 
Gerstein’s Kimberly does not 
want to belong as much as she 
wants to be accepted for who 
she is. The emotional strength of 
this actress is astonishing. 
Gerstein’s performance alone is 
worth the price of admission. 

Heavy weather 

Unfortunately, the mainstage 
at Theatre Rhino is not as 
blessed as the studio this time 


around. It has been a long jour¬ 
ney for Shakespeare Santa Cruz 
Artistic Director Danny Scheie 
to finally get a San Francisco 
platform on which to show off 
his homoerotic theories of 
Shakespeare’s plays. And while 
Rhino is certainly the place to do 
it, Scheie’s current production of 
Twelfth Night isn’t so hot. 

This production is high on 
concept, but low on execution. 
The set has to be resident 
Production Manager Iva 
Walton’s best to date. For her 
current creation, a ship’s bar¬ 
racks/piano bar, Walton has 
completely removed the trap¬ 
pings separating the stage from 
the wings and the audience, 
making the entire room the 
playing space. With an all-male 
cast, costumed primarily in var¬ 
ious types of underwear (cour¬ 
tesy of designer Kim Curtis), the 
entire atmosphere evokes a 
group of homy sailors at sea 
having a thoroughly wicked 
good time. This idea is further 
reinforced because Scheie has 
made Orsino’s opening speech 
(“If Music Be the Food of Love, 
Play On...”), a sailor’s reverie at 
hearing a song from past 
evening’s at the piano bar. 

In spite of such a terrific con¬ 
cept, the cast is unable to make 
it work. Quite frankly they’re 
uniformly awful. The few per¬ 
formers who show a glimmer of 
solid characterization more 
often than not rely on gross car¬ 
icature to convey their roles. 

Furthermore, the first act 
dragged on in such an amateur¬ 
ish fashion that the intermission 
was a relief. Maybe the cast ral¬ 
lied during the break, for the 
second act was far better, con¬ 
cluding with a kind of pizzazz 
that I expected of the entire pro¬ 
duction. However, a good con¬ 
clusion does not an entire pro¬ 
duction make. Better luck next 
time, Mr. Scheie. ▼

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Starless ‘Fiddler’; 
halt a‘Chalk Circle’

wo fabled shows with 
great starring roles for 
men came to local 
stages last week. But 
while the Berkeley Rep’s ver¬ 
sion of Brecht’s Caucasian 
Chalk Circle is recommended, 
albeit with some reservations, 
The Best of Broadway’s Fiddler 
on the Roof is a must to avoid. 

This 30th Anniversary revival 
of Fiddler demonstrates that this 
famed show (not quite great, due 
to its over-reliance on scenes-in- 
one and stale crossovers like 
“The Rumor,” but classic in its 
astute treatment, in musical 
comedy terms, of serious 
themes) isn’t foolproof. 

Although I keenly anticipated 
Theodore Bikel as Tevye, it was 
he who proved the show’s undo¬ 
ing. Presumedly to avoid com¬ 
parison to the first and probably 
rest of the Tevye’s, Bikel is so 
intent on underplaying the role, 
on throwing away its jokes and 
minimizing its crises, that the 
whole show goes down the 
drain. It’s as if he just couldn’t 
make the effort required. It’s too 
bad, really, for he’s betraying a 
wonderful supporting cast, 
including the best Frumah-Sarah 
ever. But that says it all. You 
know something’s wrong when 
Frumah-Sarah’s the best thing of 
the evening. 

This Fiddler on the Roof is 
decidedly a ground floor man; 
all the moves are there, but not 
the meaning: Also missing is the 
original production’s turntable. 
And Fiddler without a turntable 
is like Pagliacci without “Ridi.” 
You can do Fiddler without a 
star, without a turntable, in a 
summer tent. But not in the 


Golden Gate at a $55 top ticket. 

The Caucasian Chalk Circle 
is my personal favorite among 
Brecht’s shows. In its eventful, 
affecting story of a discarded 
child whose “ownership” is 
eventually disputed by its bio¬ 
logic and foster mothers, Brecht 
most successfully combined all 
his usually warring compo¬ 
nents: macabre humor, aching 
poetry, and touching romance, 
all, with gleefully cynical tone, 
larded over moral outrage and 
urgent political debate. 

Director Tony Taccone is a 
little less successful with the 
components of his lively pro¬ 
duction. He made a giant mis¬ 
step in using the meager talents 
of Chic Street Man to sing and 
speak as Narrator, and he mis¬ 
cast a singer as the female lead. 
Karen-Angela Bishop simply 
lacks the range and variety to 
bring the first act to life, despite 


its revolutions, cliff-hangers and 
romantic tumult. Yet in the sec¬ 
ond act, when Charles Dean, 
playing Azdak, the case’s 
boozed-out, horny Robin Hood- 
of-a judge takes over, the play 
lights up the way it should, with 
wicked wit and moral fervor. 

But half a Chalk Circle is 
better than none, and how soon 
will there be another big budget, 
professional local production? 
Again, a superb supporting cast: 
Wow! for Rod Gnapp, Linda 
Hoy, Sharon Lockwood and 
Wilma Bonet. So see it; just 
imagine a first half that matches 
the second. T

Even if history has kept them apart, Burt and 
Marlene are together again, in a manner of speak¬ 
ing. The actress/singer Torill (just Torill, like Cher) 
is recreating Dietrich in her reverent one-woman 
show Rendez-Vous With Marlene at the Cable Car 
Theatre, and Bacharach is the recipient of a kooky, 
campy tribute by a zippy quintet at Josie’s Cabaret. 

Though she does not resemble Dietrich, Torill 
does evoke the legendary movie star in a respectful, 
studied performance that includes numerous songs 
(in German and in English) and too many biograph¬ 
ical monologues. When she’s singing (accompanied 
on piano by Cesar Cancino), be it one of Dietrich’s 
hits like “Falling in Love Again” or “Lili Marlen,” 
or a German tune like “Das Lied 1st Aus,” Torill is a 
delightful performer. The essence of Dietrich is pre¬ 
sent and the experience is heady. It’s during the 
monologues that things get dicey. When she’s being 
lewd (on the subject of Maurice Chevalier’s impo¬ 
tence, for instance) or discussing her bisexuality, 
Torill’s Marelene is fun, but it’s when things turn 
dramatic, especially at the end when Dietrich stops 
singing and starts coming to terms with her moth¬ 
er’s lack of affection and her expatriate feelings for 
Germany, that the show fails. A revisionist ’90s 
New Age take on someone like Dietrich just rings 
dramatically false, even if all the details are true. 
Dietrich was a star in the grand tradition of movie 
stars. That she has come back from the dead to cor¬ 
rect the misinformation spread by her daughter 
Maria’s book is nonsense. Dietrich was such a 
trooper it would not seem at all far-fetched to make 
her descend from heaven just to be able to perform 
one last time. With the dramatic infrastructure no 
longer needed, Torill could just sing and banter with 
the audience, which she does with great charm and 
elegance. The evening’s greatest success is that it 
does bring Dietrich to the fore once again - top hat, 
tails and all - and helps us remember just what a 
beguiling original she really was. 


Splendid throwback 

As campy as Rendez-Vous With Marlene is rev¬ 
erent, Back to Bacharach at Josie’s is a midnight 
show with big aspirations, enough talent to make 
it click and trunk full of musical delights. Written 
and directed by David Hawkins (who performed 
Yesterday’s Heroes as a special opening-night 
treat), Bacharach is a straightforward musical trib¬ 
ute executed in an effective revue format. The 
five-member cast (two men, three women) is 
almost crowded off the small Josie’s stage by the 
five-piece band (piano, drums, bass, guitar and, 
most important, trumpet), but the enthusiasm of 
all involved easily smoothes over any rough 
patches, of which there are a few both musically 
and vocally. 

With songs like “Say a Little Prayer,” “One 
Less Bell to Answer” and “Close to You,” how 
could a tribute like this be anything but a groovy 
flashback to a time when clothes were uglier, hair 
was bigger and the country was in even more 
denial than it is now? Hawkins leads his cast, 
which includes Marilynn Fowler (a great Dionne 
Warwick), Katie Cronin, Kevin Lyons, Flynn and 
Leigh Crow (the erstwhile Elvis Herselvis), 
through simply staged but effective set pieces like 
“The Cocktail Party” and “The Battle of the 
Sexes.” Musical highlights are “Anyone Who Had 
a Heart,” sung by three women, “Walk on By,” 
sung by Fowler and “The Look of Love,” sung by 
Crow. The shag haircuts, flared trousers, the calf- 
length vests and the ever-present scarves evoke the 
era visually, and though the singing is not always 
spot-on, the performances are never less than far- 
out. Back to Bacharach is a kitschy frolic down 
memory lane with just enough satirical zest to keep 
the cringes at bay. ▼

In its latest incarnation, In 
the Life tackles an exhaustive 
roster of gay and lesbian sub¬ 
jects, including segments on 
National Coming Out Day, play¬ 
wright Terence McNally’s new 
work Love! Valour! 
Compassion!, queer native 
Americans, a look back at the 
year’s most successful gay and 
lesbian films, and a chat with 
gay and lesbian authors Sara 
Schulman, Norman Wong, and 
Minnie Bruce Pratt. 

In addition, the program airs 
huge chunks of two independent 
films, one produced by cable’s 
Dyke TV called I Was a Lesbian 
Child, and another from San 
Francisco filmmakers Dee 
Mosbacher and Francis Reid 
entitled Straight from the Heart. 

Needless to say, there is a 
wealth of material here. And in 
the hands of the right producers, 
it might have been presented 
with the flair and continuity 
needed to make it fly. But as it 
stands, the effect is stupefying. 

Such a diverse array of topics 
needs the right host to tie it all 
together. But the show has no 
high-profile personality who 
can do what Kate Clinton or 
Charles Busch did in previous 
years. Instead, this year’s show 
uses one of its own producers, 
Katherine Linton, as its primary 
on-air personality. Linton is cer¬ 
tainly pleasant enough, but 
unrecognizable to most viewers. 
In fact, she never even bothers 
to identify herself at the top of 
the show. There’s no “Hi, I’m 
Katherine Linton and for the

next hour we’ll be looking at...” 
Instead, she just plows along 
without ever mentioning her 
name. Who is she? What is she 
doing here? Should we care? 
That’s the show’s first mistake. 



Haphazard structure 

The second mistake is that 
the program’s wide range of 
topics have been thrown togeth¬ 
er in a surprisingly slapdash 
style. For example, the pieces 
that could be defined as artsy - 
the features on McNally and the 
one on writers, the film segment 
aren’t

It’s odd too that while the 
show’s press release tells 
reporters that the segment on 
Native Americans is part of a 
continuing series of lifestyle 
stories that will coincide with 
nationally observed months of 
ethnic celebration, no one on the 
show ever says as much to view¬ 
ers. A simple explanation of 
what’s going on would provide 
viewers with continuity and a 
frame of reference. Perhaps the 
producers should have assigned 
a name to this particular seg¬ 
ment, something like “Out in 
America,” and created graphics 
that could play at the top of the 
program, like a real magazine 
show. 


Not too current 

The third gaffe is that the 
segments themselves are so 
uneven in terms of quality they 
make In the Life almost 
unwatchable. For instance, the 
McNally piece is quite good, as 
is the segment on Native 
Americans, but the book feature 
is awful. Norman Wong 
(Cultural Revolution ) is com¬ 
pletely uncomfortable reading 
on camera - his voice shakes the 
whole time. It beckons one to 


change the channel. Even more 
shocking is the show’s spotlight 
on film - which is months 
behind in its reporting. What 
self-respecting queer needs to 
be told (in November) that Rose 
Troche’s Go Fish was a success? 
Or that Gregg Araki’s Totally 
Fu***d Up came out this year? 
Or that Priscilla, Queen of the 
Desert is about drag queens? In 
fact. In the Life correspondent 
Cathay Che notes that the show 
previewed some of these films 
last April, so why return to them 
now? Why some enterprising 
producer didn’t assign someone 
to report on the forthcoming 
film To Wong Foo, Thanks for 
Everything Julie Newmar, which 
everyone is talking about, and 
which was filming in 
Manhattan’s Webster Hall this 
summer, is beyond me. Season 
premieres are supposed to tell 
viewers what’s new, not old. 

Finally, the most surprising 
thing about the show is that it 
doesn’t fill its new, expanded 
60-minute format. Why it was 
expanded is a mystery. At any 
rate, to stop up all those gaps the 
show uses enormous portions of 
the two independently produced 
films previously mentioned, 
especially Straight from the 
Heart. The film profiles parents 
who have to come to a new 
understanding about their gay 
and lesbian children. It’s quite 
good, but does it deserve such a 
disproportionate amount of time 
on In the Life ? We’re not talking 
excerpts here either, a good third 
of the program is spent airing 
this documentary. 

Since its first season on the 
air. In the Life has struggled 
with different formats and hosts. 
It has changed from a variety 
program to one that is news- 
based. This season it returns in a 
re-vamped quarterly format 
with one-hour episodes that will 
air in November, February, 
April and June. To its credit, the 
shows production values have 
improved. At the same time, 
however, it’s trying out so many 
different ideas that it still has no 
identifiable personality; there is 
no signature look, no glue that 
holds it together. In the Life may 
be the first and only regularly 
scheduled, nationally broadcast 
program devoted to presenting 
the culture, issues and ideas of 
the gay and lesbian community, 
but why is it still so boring? T 



Forrest on Tape 

Curious Wine by Katherine V. Forrest 
read by Jane Merrow; Naiad, $16.95 



’ve been curious about books on tape 
for quite a while, but bibliophile that 
I am, I couldn’t imagine that listen¬ 
ing to a book could ever be as sat¬ 
isfying as reading the book myself. 

Then I listened to Curious Wine, as 
read by Jane Merrow, and I have to say 
that, although I still prefer reading, 
listening to this tape provides satis¬ 
faction of another kind. 

First, of course, there is the book 
itself. Curious Wine is one of my 
favorite novels, and, this is impor¬ 
tant, it contains some of Katherine 
Forrest’s best erotic writing. Jane 
Merrow has a voice that could melt 
bones, deep and rich and very hot. The result is 
three-and-a-half hours of aural bliss, punctuated by some of the sexi¬ 
est writing I’ve ever listened to. This is not a tape you’ll want to listen 
to while driving - you’ll definitely want to keep both hands free. 

Curious Wine is Naiad’s first venture into books on tape and I look 
forward to future installments. A warning to Naiad, though: it may be 
safer to ship Robbi Sommers’ stories in an asbestos container. T

Hollinghurst was in town on 
a book tour and the SF Bay Area 
Book Fest. He received me in 
his room at the Huntington 
Hotel. 

Roberto Friedman: Both 
The Swimming-Pool Library 
and The Folding Star are writ¬ 
ten in a beautiful, literary style, 
and they both have completely 
lusty, sex-obsessed main char¬ 
acters. It’s an odd combination. 

Alan Hollinghurst: Yes, I sup¬ 
pose that was one of the things 
that I wanted to do from the 
start, to give a truthful picture of 
life, of someone very much liv¬ 
ing through his sexuality. 


In one scene Edward helps 
with an entrepreneur’s soiled 
skivvies business, and he writes 
letters to send with the used 
briefs: “Doug and Darren 

dauntlessly double-fuck the 
freshman’s dewy downside..." 

I’m actually quite bothered 
by these barriers between what’s 
“pornographic” and what isn’t. 
If pom is described as some¬ 
thing which is designed primar¬ 
ily to titillate. I’ve never really 
done that. Edmund White told 
me he thought that we both in 
related ways are doing some¬ 
thing which is actually rather 
novel, which is to write in a lit¬ 
erary context rather explicitly 
about gay sexual things. A lot of 
the sex in The Folding Star, of 
course, is absurd, unsatisfactory 
or somehow humiliating, 


although I do think it’s probably 
more erotic than The Swimming- 
Pool Library because it has this 
suspense through deferral. 

It’s more a picture of obses¬ 
sive desire, and part of what 
makes the book so tantalizing is 
that the desired person is such a 
cipher. Luc is so unknowable, at 
least thru Edward’s eyes. 
Sometimes I wanted to take 
Edward by the shoulders and 
slap him around a bit! 

I agree, Edward is complete¬ 
ly exasperating. I think he real¬ 
izes that deep down the whole 
thing with Luc is doomed. 

Part of the book’s suspense is 
not wanting other characters to 
catch on to his obsession, nab 
him as a pederast.

Quite. I mean, he wouldn’t 
legally qualify as a pederast. 
The age of consent is 16 in 
Belgium. You know, in England 
we recently had this botched 
attempt to change the age of 
consent for gays, the desire to be 
put on an equal standing with 
the straight age of consent at 16. 
They sort of fudged it so that it’s 
now 18. 

That New Yorker review by 
Craig Seligman was sure a 
nasty piece of work. 

It was certainly the most hos¬ 
tile review I’ve ever had, and it 
seemed motivated by some per¬ 
sonal animus. The combination 
of bookishness and self-destruc- 
tive sexual obsessiveness was 
something he obviously didn’t 
believe was possible; but it was 
rather the whole point of the 
book.

Do you think of your work as 
characteristically British? 

The concern with class and 
race, yes. You can’t write about 
British life without writing 
about class, to some extent. 

The book’s essential situa¬ 
tion has literary archetypes dat¬ 
ing back to antiquity : the Death 
in Venice scenario where you 
have this bookish older man 
who abandons himself to this 
Dionysian, destructive force, 
embodied in a young boy. 

The way that the subplot of 
symbolist painter Orst is inter¬ 
woven into the main plot of sex¬ 
ual yearnings is similar to how 
Lord Nantwich’s memoirs func¬ 
tion in Swimming-Pool. 

Both books do turn on this 
relationship between an older 
man and a younger man, where 
the young man leams something 
about the past which lies beyond 
his ken. 

Folding Star has an unusual 
structure: in the middle of three 
parts, Edward goes back to 
England for a funeral and inter¬ 
acts with a different set of char¬ 
acters. It’s almost as if the sec¬ 
ond section is a novella in itself, 
between the acts in Belgium. 

Yes, the tempo of the outer 
sections is very slow, and that of 
the middle part is more com¬ 
pacted, lyrical, concentrated. 
Rather like a Symbolist paint¬ 
ing, everything is steeped in 
mood. 

You refer to “the never fully 
plausible world of heterosexual 
feeling." Edward visits an old 
school-chum of his and won¬ 
ders, “Why did this dully 
charming man, who was already 
working absurdly to support two 
children, then go inanely on and 
sire a third?" It’s the reverse of 
straight people saying they 
don’t understand homosexuali¬ 
ty- . 

I’m glad you saw that was 
the trick. Some in England were 
rattled by that passage, thought 
it meant, “Be queer or be 


square.” I thought it was a fairly 
affectionate way of turning the 
tables and looking at heterosex¬ 
ual behavior with the same kind 
of puzzlement that heterosexu¬ 
als turn on homosexuals - that 
anthropological gaze. 

You describe a character: 
“He gave off the sexy mood of 
youth going smoky and drinky: 
if too shrewd actually to be a 
drunk, he was certainly a very 
drinky kind of person.” I wonder 
where you draw that line! There 
is a lot of drinking in this book. 

Yes, there is! Few people will 
admit to being a drunk, of 
course. I drink quite a lot 
myself, but I always felt that I 
was too sensitive ever to become 
a drunk. It’s quite an imaginary 
borderline. 

I heard that the BBC is mak¬ 
ing a telemovie of Swimming- 
Pool. 

It’s absolutely in the balance 
at the moment. A playwright 
named Kevin Elliott wrote a 
three-part adaptation of it which 
is terribly good.

What Makes Folks Gay? 



by Daniel Mangin 


n the ’50s, the popular wisdom about homosexuality 
was that its “causes” were entirely environmental. 
Mass-market publications contained articles warn¬ 
ing parents not to be unwittingly “seductive” toward their 
children - or too distant. A 1958 report to the American 
Medical Association, declared Coronet magazine, “says 
flatly that sexual deviation is caused by parents.” 

A few weeks ago, Oprah, the most popular talk-show 
host in America, cut off a nattering homophobe by 
announcing precisely the opposite: “It’s hereditary, 
everyone knows that.” ’Nuf said was her attitude, as 
though the matter had already been decided. Dr. Dean 
Hamer might not go quite that far, but his research into 
homosexuality’s genetic links clearly point in that 
direction. 

The Science of Desire is a compelling read, and 
not just for its science, which is put forth succinctly 
and accessibly. It’s also a glimpse into the ways in 
which folklore, politics and prejudice override 
facts and the scientific method. Fear of sexuality in 
general and homosexuality in particular have 
much to do with current notions about our bio¬ 
logical make-up. 

Although sexuality is the key to human exis¬ 
tence, Hamer asserts in the introduction, there is 
great pressure not to explore it at all. Many feel, 
he states, that the subject would be “better left 
to the church than to science. I disagree. The 
clergy is no better equipped to understand the 
origins of sexuality than it was a century ago 
to comprehend the origins of life or four centuries 
ago to fathom the nature of the solar system.”

Searching 
for the gay gene 

Score one for Hamer, who by the end of the book has 
made a convincing case that high incidence of similarity in 
the Xq28 region of the 23rd X chromosome (which deter¬ 
mines gender) of gay brothers indicates that male homosex¬ 
uality is genetically transmitted, most likely by the mother. 

Hamer’s study tracked the families of 114 gay men. 


76 of them selected randomly and 38 because they had a 
gay brother. Thirty-three out of 40 pairs of gay brothers 
shared the DNA markers on the 23rd chromosome. 

The news about Xq28 was released in July 1993, at the 
same time the Clinton administration’s “Don’t ask, don’t 
tell, don’t pursue” military policy was being finalized. 

Did the information instantly sway anti-gay senti¬ 
ment? Of course not, but Hamer did find himself in 
Colorado later that year testifying in the lower-court case 
challenging the constitutionality of Amendment 2, the 
voter initiative that would prohibit local governments 
from passing gay rights ordinances. 

Hamer’s results were reflected in the Colorado judge’s 
conclusion that Amendment 2 is unconstitutional (the 
case is continuing through the court system). As the sci¬ 
entist points out, though, the potential exists for abuse of 
his findings as well - people having prenatal tests and 
aborting fetuses that carry the gene, for instance. 

The real danger 

After admitting the all the pitfalls inherent in contin¬ 
ued research in sexuality, Hamer writes that “the real 
danger is not studying sex at all.” This he maintains, has 
had repercussions in the present: 

When AIDS swept across the United States in the late 
1970s and early 1980s, it was almost exclusively restrict¬ 
ed to gay men. The first thing epidemiologists needed to 
know was “How many gay men are there in the United 
States?" The answer was “We don’t know.” Nobody has 
studied that since [sexologist Alfred] Kinsey, the scien¬ 
tists said, and look what happened to him [political 
attacks against his work led to a loss of his funding and 
he “died a broken man ”]. 

Hamer, a molecular genetics researcher whose “usual 
subjects were yeast and mice,” didn’t realize what a trail- 
blazer he would be when he first conceived his study, but 
he found out quickly enough the obstacles confronting 
those who tackle a “hot” subject like homosexuality. 
Although the “facts” have always been constant - we just 
need to discern what they are - his inquiry and its follow¬ 
ups may likely sustain the shifting popular wisdom about 
what makes folks gay. The social, medical and other ben¬ 
efits of this could be enormous. T

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Walk, Don’t Run!

hey’re the athletes that 
spectators often call 
“funny” as they work 
their hips in a painful 
rhythm, keeping their foreleg 
straight while maintaining a 
heel-toe stance, all the while 
driving their bodies over vast 
distances of road or track to the 
finish line. And they are some¬ 
times derided by other track ath¬ 
letes who are impatient for them 
to finish so they can get on with 
their own racing. 

They are actually called race- 
walkers, an often misunderstood 
group of track & field athletes. 
While their waddling motions 
may not appear as graceful as 
other athletes, racewalking is 
just as grueling, if not moreso 
than any other event on the 
track. 

San Francisco’s Jon Borset 
started racewalking six years 
ago at the age of 59, when most 
athletes his age have already 
retired to a sofa and a remote 
control device. A knee injury 
suffered while skiing ended his 
running career, but he was anx¬ 
ious to stay in shape and contin¬ 
ue competing in some way. His 
friend Tom Pait, a seasoned 
marathon runner and occasional 
race walker himself, suggested 
Borset get involved with a group 
called the Golden Gate Race 
Walkers. As a result, Jon’s been 
walking his way toward a per¬ 
sonal best achievement and 
more than a few medals since. 

Borset took the gold in the 
10,000 meter racewalk competi¬ 
tion at the Vancouver Gay 
Games, and this year, at age 65,

he won the silver in the New 
York Gay Games 5,000 meter 
racewalk. He returned at the end 
of the week and race-walked the 
marathon, narrowly missing a 
bronze medal in that event. 

“As a racewalker, I’m accus¬ 
tomed to being overlooked at 


these events,” Borset said after 
not seeing his name in the 
results for the Gay Games track 
& field events. While he may 
struggle for recognition, he isn’t 
struggling with staying involved 
with his underrated sport.

This Saturday, Borset 
competes in the National 
Postal Race at Foothill 
College in Los Altos, where 
he will race-walk for an hour 
on the track to see how far he 
can go, as thousands of oth¬ 
ers will do in Postal Races 
across the country. And he’s 
registered to compete in the 
Cal International Marathon 
in Sacramento on December 
4th. 

“My walking form is 
finally starting to come 
together,” Borset acknowl¬ 
edged. “Its very hard to 
maintain your form over dis¬ 
tances like 10,000 meters or 
marathons. Lots of people 
fall into the rhythm of race¬ 
walking naturally, but others, 
like myself, really have to 
work to maintain our form.” 

In order to compete, the 
proper heel-toe/straight leg 
stance must be maintained, or 
a walker can be disqualified. 
Borset admits he’s been 
“DQ’d” half a dozen times, 
and received a number of 
warnings, but they’ve 
decreased over the years as 
his form has improved and 
he’s gained more power in 
his legs. 

“My strength training at 
the gym for my knees and 
quads has really helped me 
with my form,” Borset 
revealed. “The StairMaster 
also helps keep me in walk¬ 
ing shape.” While his knee 
injury initially hurt his 
straight-legged stance, that 
seems to be less problematic 
to him now. 

Borset’s strength lies in 
his endurance, and he admits 
he is a better competitor at 
the longer races than he is at 
the short ones. But he enjoys 
it all, and readily confesses 
that he “loves competing.” 

He can be seen race-walk¬ 
ing with the Golden Gate 
Race Walkers on Saturday 
mornings at various locations 
throughout the City, and with 
the Frontrunners and Bay 
Area Distance Runners as his 
schedule permits. Besides his 
two final races this year, he 
has his eye on competing in 
the Los Angeles Marathon 
next March and perhaps the 
New York Marathon next 
Fall. At 65, with his knee 
injury less of a worry and his 
leg power increasing, Jon’s 
best racewalking years 
appear to be ahead of him! ▼

Ode to a Fallen Brother 


M y good friend Terry Thompson, for¬ 
mer manager of the SF-Eagle, left us 
for a higher plane at 0745 last 
Saturday morning, Nov. 5. Some of 
his closest friends were at his side when he made 
the transition. 

My relationship with Terry was a close one. We 
first met in 1970 while he was the commander-in¬ 
chief of The Academy in Los Angeles; it was one 
of those gay, spiffy, white tablecloth restaurants 
where the staff was required to wear military uni¬ 
forms. The food and the staff were great and the 
cabaret entertainment was always superb. 

Terry was also a member of the Oedipus MC, 
the club whose presidents are always “crowned” as 
Oedipus Rex at an extravagant function every 
January. Being a leather title, of sorts, Terry natu¬ 
rally was consulted by the SF Committee to Elect 
an Emperor. He gave his input, helped me in my 
campaign for the title and was present at my coro¬ 
nation. Later, he moved to San Francisco to man¬ 
age The Plunge (now Ranch Oasis) and later man¬ 
aged The Arena. 

The Bare Chest Calendar was the brainchild of 
the then owner of the Arena. When they sold the 
bar and it went straight, Terry moved to the SF- 
Eagle and the calendar lived on as a fundraiser for 
the AIDS Emergency Fund. The AEF was started 
by leather men (and Terry was the first to say, “and 
don’t you ever forget it!”), so it was only natural 
that proceeds from the calendar sales would go to 
the AEF. 

Anyone who’s been around this city for any 
length of time knows the reputation of the Eagle. 
Their anniversary pins are coveted commodities. 
Someone is always looking for that one pin need¬ 
ed to make their collection complete. At a recent 
auction one dude even paid a cool thousand dollars 
for the set. 

The annual parties - Leather & Feathers, Bike 
Blessings, Anniversaries, the Bare Chest Calendar 
- just to name a few of our established rituals, are 
no accident: Terry Thompson can take the greatest

credit for the incredible public relations job he 
magnificently engineered each year from coast to 
coast, and even overseas.

We shall miss Terry Thompson terri¬ 
bly, but his legacy will live on in every man into 
leather, brotherhood, camaraderie and community 
spirit. A memorial service will be conducted at 
Most Holy Redeemer Church this coming 
Saturday, Nov. 12 at 1130. I hope you’ll all be 
there out of gratitude and respect for a man who is 
surely a glowing example of Leather Pride at its 
finest. A reception in the Eagle patio follows. 
Farewell my friend. Our community has lost a 
champion and a valued friend.

Terry A. Thompson 


Oct. 4,1940 - Nov. 5,1994 

llilli og and rain crept into 
town last Saturday 
morning, Nov. 5, and 
by the time both had 
passed, the love affair between 
Terry Thompson and his 
beloved San Francisco was 
over. The man who was so 
instrumental in helping count¬ 
less charities raise almost $3 
million for the less fortunate, 
was taken from us at 7:45 a.m. 

Our community is now poorer. 

Terry Thompson died after a 
six-year battle with AIDS and 
HIV complications that includ¬ 
ed, among other things, liver 
failure. 

A native of Mason City, 

Iowa and a U.S. Air Force vet¬ 
eran, Terry is survived by two 
sisters, Nina Martinson and 
Clare Lidke; two half-brothers 
David and Thomas; a half-sis¬ 
ter, Patricia Thompson; and 
son, Robert Alan Thompson. 

His domestic companion, 

Stephen Blair, died five years 
ago. 

On Saturday, Terry was sur¬ 
rounded by his immediate fam¬ 
ily members: Mike Polansky, 

Bob Schmidt and Bruce 
Traficante. By late Saturday 
afternoon, a pall descended on 
the community as word of 
Terry’s passing was relayed to 
caring friends. 

It’s a few people who don’t 
know that Terry was very much 
involved with the establish¬ 
ment of San Francisco’s 
Emperor title. As a member of 
the Los Angeles Oedipus

Motorcycle Club, Terry was 
crowned “Rex” in conjunction 
with his ascendancy to that 
organization’s presidency in 
the early ’70s. 

Popular in the fraternal 
organizations in Southern 
California, Terry became even 
more prominent as the manag¬ 
er of The Academy, a posh gay 
restaurant and lounge. He was 
manager there between the 
years 1973-77. He spent a year 
in Palm Springs as manager of 
Walter N’s, and then came to 
San Francisco to manage The 
Plunge (now the Ranch Oasis) 
in 1978. 

New owners took over the 
premises and Terry emerged as 
the manager of The Arena 
(now The Stud) under two dif¬ 
ferent proprietors. When The 
Arena went straight and 
changed its name to Club 9 in 
late 1983, the San Francisco 
Eagle had already gone 
through three managers. The 
late Bob Damron and current 
owner Jay Levine picked a 
winner when Terry was hired 
as manager. 

Under Terry’s leadership 
and ingenuity, the Eagle was 
transformed into one of the 
city’s biggest and best bars. 
The outdoor patio, expanded 
bar, the stage and great plan¬ 
ning made the Eagle a wonder¬ 
ful place to stage literally thou¬ 
sands of fundraisers. It didn’t 
take long for the Eagle to 
become “the” place to go for 
both tourists and San 
Franciscans. 

One of Terry’s proudest 
moments - and there were 
many - was on his 50th birth¬ 
day in Oct. 1990 when Mayor 
Art Agnos proclaimed Oct. 4 
Terry Thompson Day in San 
Francisco. He was subsequent¬ 
ly honored by the AIDS 
Emergency Fund for his 
fundraising efforts, by the 
Cable Car Awards committee 
for leadership and Leather 
Pride Floats, by the Cal Eagles 


MC, The Community Awards, 
the SF Board of Supervisors, 
Castro Lions, Force 5, and 
many other organizations too 
numerous to mention here. 
Terry didn’t just direct projects 
either; he also participated. 
One of his most daring 
escapades was when he played 
a dancing penny alongside the 
AEF Float in the annual gay 
parade while Sharon McNight 
sang “Pennies From Heaven” 
at least 350 times, from the 
Castro all the way to Civic 
Center! 

Terry’s amazing way with 
public relations was not lost 
on other leather communities 
either. He attended IML and 
IMsL contests faithfully, and 
even went to the Centaur MC 
Mid-Atlantic Leather week¬ 
ends. He generously dis¬ 
pensed Eagle t-shirts, Eagle 
anniversary pins and drink 
tickets and donated prizes and 
ads to contest programs. He 
made the Eagle facilities 
available to almost anyone 
who wanted to organize a 
fundraiser, birthday party or 
nonsense beerbust. He bought 
entire tables at Shanti, AIDS 
Emergency Fund and Cable 
Car Awards events for his staff 
and friends. Managing a bar 
means giving back to the com¬ 
munity what they give to you. 
Terry was a master at recipro¬ 
cating. He was also popular 
with other bar owners and 
managers. 

Gone, but not about to be 
forgotten, Terry Thompson 
will long be remembered as a 
true leatherman, one who 
adhered to all the qualities we 
think of when we speak about 
brotherhood, love, caring and 
allegiance. Terry Thompson 
did his best, and it was more 
than excellent. No accolade he 
was accorded on earth can 
compare with the inspiration 
he has given to others. Terry 
Thompson. He was a helluva 
man. We shall miss him. ▼

SWEET LIPS 
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Shared Vision Culminates in 

Lisa and Anne’s 


by Mary Richards 

Y ankee Stadium is empty, and the dust has long 
since settled from the hundreds of thousands of 
marching feet in Central Park. What remains of 
Gay Games IV and the celebration of Stonewall 
would only be memories but for the daring and boldness 
of two women determined to capture in print the histori¬ 
cal significance of that week in New York. 

Who needs Time, Life and People magazines when we 
have the likes of Lisa Labrecque 
and Anne Skeffmgton? Their 
vision, shared by a group of tal¬ 
ented photographers and writers, 
has culminated in a 168-page 
book called Unity - A Celebration 
of Gay Games IV and Stonewall. 
The publication’s impressive 9 x 
12 format is filled with 300 color 
images of this unique event. 

When Lisa, 32, met Anne, 37, 
at a Christmas party last year they 
hadn’t an inkling of the project 
upon which they’d soon embark. 
They were just two people who 
sat down to talk about their mutu¬ 
al interest in publishing, journal¬ 
ism and the gay community. It wasn’t until April of this 
year that they made their decision to document Gay 
Games IV and the anniversary of Stonewall. 

A learning experience 

“I just decided to go for it,” says Lisa, who owns 
Labrecque Publishing in San Francisco. “You can play it 
safe and keep publishing computer books the rest of your 
life, or you can take a risk. What’s 
the worst thing that can happen? 
We’ll create a fantastic book, and 
maybe lose a little money. I can live 
with that. We’ve had a great time in 
the process and learned a lot.” 

Anne had photographed the 
Vancouver Games in 1990, and as 
Director of Photography for the 
upcoming publication, she knew 
why her commitment to New York 
was so strong. “We realized there 
was no one else doing it, and that 
was part of our motivation, too. 
We knew that somebody had to do 
it. It was an historical event, and it 
had to be recorded.” 

Rounding up photographers was the next task. She 
called newspapers in New York, did a bit of advertising, 
and the project began to take off. At the first Unity meet¬ 
ing in Manhattan, almost 20 of the 31 men and women 
who would photograph for the book were on hand to 
receive assignments. Carrying heavy equipment in 90-

degree heat, the photographers began their trek through a 
labyrinth of gay and lesbian sporting events, cultural 
activities and marches. 

Editing of the 10,000 images submitted for publica¬ 
tion took weeks of work. “My initial editing,” Anne 
explains, “was just to make sure we got all the sports 
covered. Then I looked for the best shots, the ones that 
would reproduce the best.” 

Lisa adds, “We then had to edit down based on equal 
representation of men, women, medal winners, non¬ 
medal winners, straight people, handicapped, so that we 
could get a diverse representation. We wanted to represent 
everyone, because it was truly all-inclusive. That was the 
theme, and I think that’s what the book represents.” 

But stars are not really what this book is about. It’s 
about the kind of commitment and hard work that brings 
people out to test themselves, to conquer fear of failure 
and fear of competition. It’s about a gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity that can break sporting records in world-class 
events, organize a dazzling spectacle, and bring a million 
people together in harmony to commemorate their history. 

Along with essays on every sport, as well as feature 
articles about athletes with disabilities, the Federation of 
Gay Games, the Rainbow Flag and the various marches 
and rallies, every medal-winner will be listed in Unity. 


Included, too, will be Lisa Labrecque, who got back on 
skates to win a Gold Medal in the Women’s Singles ice- 
skating competition. Although publishing the book has 
extended her journalistic experience, she acknowledges, 
“It’s really much more than that. For me there was my 
skating, getting back into that after all these years, and 
achieving my personal best” 

The book’s publication is a triumph in many ways, 
Lisa explains: “Economics plays a role here, that a les¬ 
bian-owned company, and a lesbian team, have the 
resources and the creativity to put together such a first- 
class product. We really didn’t skimp anywhere. I think 
we used the best people, the most talented people, a great 
production crew and a great art director.” 

“We have made a superhuman effort,” Anne says, “to 
make sure that it’s a superior thing, and I think that’s 
really where the labor of love comes into it. Our deter¬ 
mination was to make it the best that we possibly could, 
and we did. We’ve made a mark.” ▼
